Staff, prisoners agree 


A breeding ground for hatred and frustration

It is Friday. August 2. 

In the basement of Wilkin¬ 
son Road jail, three men sit in 
individual isolation cells. 

The cells measure no more 
than four feet by six. 

There is no light, other than 
from an unshaded bulb in the 
hallway outside, and what 
there is of that seeps uncer¬ 
tainly into the cells through 
three-inch by six-inch slots 
. cut in the solid doors. 

Through those slots, it is 
possible to catch a. dim 
glimpse of the brick and con¬ 
crete closet and. against tl\e 
far wall, the outline of a lone 
figure in coveralls. 

There is nothing on the 
walls, nothing at all in the cell 
but the prisoner and the plas¬ 
tic bleach bottle he uses as a 
toilet. 

Outside the jail walls, the 
temperature hovers in the 1 >w 
80s. and people are at the 
'beech laughing and playing, 
and enjoying the summer 
weather. 


Here, in this basement, the 
heat has made the air close 
and the excrement one of the 
three prisoners used to close 
up the slot in his cell door has 
made it worse. 

As a guard begins the sto¬ 
mach-wrenching job of clean¬ 
ing the mess, one of the men 
• omplains loudly alxiut the 
"slammer." prison slang for 
this isolation section. 

"They treat us like d»»gs 
and feed us like pigs," he 
shouts. 

Standing in the hall. N in the 
stench and the heal, it's 
almost possible to believe so, 
to think that any men capable 
of locking up another man in 
a place like this are some¬ 
thing less than human. 

But the memory returns of 
the night before, when these 
three men who are t.xiay be¬ 
hind bars and 10 others 
were different. 

That was the night of walk¬ 
ing from the prison’s dining 
hall into a hallway choked 
with smoke and blocked by 
staggering prisoners and 
guards. 


Of making a cautious ap¬ 
proach to the cell block where 
burning mattresses were 
being thrown into the day 
room, windows were being 
smashed, men were pulling 
weapons from hiding places 
or making them from whatev¬ 
er they could lay their hands 
on. and were barricading 
themselves behind overturned 
tables and chairs and threat¬ 
ening anyone within earshot. 

Memory of being finally 
overcome by the smoke and 
turning to escape to the pris¬ 
on's reception area, passing 
grim-faced prisoners from 
other cell blocks, on their way 
to be locked in cells on blocks 
now filling with the acrid 
smoke. 

Memory of sitting quietly in 
a corner of the reception area 
.as guards who had finished 
their eight-, nine- and 10-t]pur 
shifts only minutes earlier 
were recalled to deal with Ihe 
uprising. 

Watching those men come 
in. hearing them remind each 
other to take it easy, to re¬ 
nt embeL their .job is to calm 


things down, not make them 
worse. 

Of walking back down the 
hallway with a tense group of 
guards, fear plainly on each 
man's face, but fear covered 
by whispered jokes about 
what Johns wife will say 
when she lias to go down to 
the hospital just after she's 
finished cooking a pot roast. 

Remembering deputy war¬ 
den Hal McGilvray reading 
the Riot Act to the milling 
men on the block, giving them 
15 minutes to return to their 
cells. 

Watching the now-silent 
guards, armed with wooden 
clubs, av >iding each other’s 
eyes as they contemplate the 
possibility of having to go into 
the block. 

Seeing the relief on their 
faces as the prisoners vote to 
return to their cells and begin 
doing so . . a switch is 
thrown, all the cells are 
locked, the block is secure. 

The 13 men who took part in 
the melee are taken, one by 
one. from their cells and hus¬ 
tled off the isolation unit. 


Then the guards go in to' 
clear the cells and the block 
of contraband, glass bottle* 
filled with boiling water, 
ready to be thrown against a 
cell's bars when a guard ap¬ 
proached. knives, chisels 
from the jail’s crafts shop, 
club* made of table, chair 
and bed legs. 

In some case*, the metal 
bed legs were sharpened until 
they resembled nothing so 
much as axes. "Mow'd you 
like to wear this home to¬ 
night?" a guard asks. 

Nervous laughter. It looked 
very much, at the height of 
the disturbance, as though 
someone was going to wear il 
bonne, or to the hospital. 

Of tbe 13 men who took part 
in the incident, three are sen¬ 
tenced the next morning to 
anything from seven to 15 
days in the hole, .isolation, on 
Diet Onf: Bread and water, 
twice a day. - 

Does what the men have 
done warrant their being 
locked in the hole? 

"Of course not. No one 
no matter what they have 


done should be locked up in 
a place like that." a prisoner 
in another cell block says. 

"But what can the staff do? 
There's no other place to put 
them." 

"It's not a place I'd put my 
dog. given a choice." a guard 
concedes later. 

"But we’ve got to isolate 
those men. put them some¬ 
place away from the rest of 
the inmates, for their protec¬ 
tion and the protection of the 
rest of the population 

"It's a hole and worse, bm 
it’s all we've got." 

Their own protection? 

"You'd damn well better 
believe it.” another prisoner 
says. 

"I spent the night last night 
in a drum (cell) filled with 
smoke, was late getting into 
the yard for my exercise and 
was locked in early because 
of them. 

"If I could gei to them. I'd 
knock some sense into them, 
quick. So would iust about 
anybody else on this block." 


Another prisoner. to a 
guard: "You handled it better 
than we would have we'd 
have waded in there and 
started kicking, no questions 
asked." 

Then the question . Why did 
they do it? 

There is no simple answer 
to that question. 

Some try to formulate one 
"For publicity . . . to blow off 
a little steam . . . to gel some 
attention for our complaints 
It's the only way to make 
them listen." 

But even those who otter an 
answer confess to doubt. Over 
the days, that doubt grows; a 
simple answer is not possible 
because the problem is so 
complex. 

A generality can be formu¬ 
lated : There was a distur¬ 
bance because Wilkinson 
Road jail is a powderkeg. 
waiting to explode. 

If something isn’t dime 
about it, it will blow sky-high, 
set off by either the staff or 
the prisoners. 


What need* to be done” 

Staff and prisoners agree on 
the answer: Someoqp, some¬ 
where. is going to have to 
become a lot more willing to 
spend a lot more money on 
the jail, and someone is going 
to have to make sure the 
money is spent wisely. 

For three days, prisoners 
talk of their complaints. 

The food is no good. 

Medical care and dental 
care is all but non-existent. 

The staff is untrained and 
uninterested in the prisoners. 

There is little or no com¬ 
munication between prisoner* 
and staff and between staff 
and stfiff 

The prison itself is an out¬ 
moded, unsanitary, dangerou* 
building, offering no comfort 
and little security for either 
guards or prisoners. 

For three days, staff talks 
of its grievances. 

A supply officer talks of 
crate upon ‘crate of red flan¬ 
nel jackets, with no one to

THE spectre of inflation hangs heavy over 
every man, woman and child in this country. 
The haunt of depression, while not as per¬ 
vasive. is nevertheless there as a near rela¬ 
tive of inflation. 

Now just what the hell is inflation and 
why has -it come about? The average reader 
has little or no idea and the average news¬ 
paper reporter is a passenger on the same 
boat. 

All the learned discourses on the subject 
add up to gobbledegook and-or a string of 
ten-dollar words that leaves us ir. a state of 
complete confusion. 

Last week a little pamphlet arrived on my~ 
desk. It was published by an Ontario group 
called the Libertarian Party of Canada and it 
cut through the verbiage to put the problem 
in plain English. 

INFLATION? An excess of paper dollar* 
dumped into the economy, which, in turn, 
makes prices rise. There are now more 
paper dollars representing the same number 
of goods and services. Therefore, the value of 
each paper dollar has been diluted, requiring 
more of them to purchase the same goods 
and services as before. 

This, naturally, kicks the bejabers out of 
fixed-income families, robs them of the dig¬ 
nity of financial security, robs them of the 
fruits of their long years of toil, scrimp and 
save. 

The responsibility is easy to pinpoint. Only 
two groups can increase the supply of paper 
dollars — criminal counterfeiters and the 
government — the government being the 
most culpable. 

THE PAMPHLET goes on to ask the ques¬ 
tion — . isn’t inflation necessary to main¬ 

tain full employment?" 

The answ-er is just as easy — right now 
there are thousands of positions open for 
employment which are not being filled. To 
maintain so-called “employment” by coun¬ 
terfeiting an excess supply of dollars to pay 
people who are not producing anything of 
value to the economy, is precisely the policy 
being followed by, among others, the Cana¬ 
dian government. 

The Canadian government cost, for in¬ 
stance. is rising faster than the cost of gro¬ 
ceries. The Liberal government promised, 
away back there in 1969, to freeze the civil 
service. 

AT THAT TLME the civil service payroll 
encompassed 235,000 workers. Today, despite 
the earlier protestations by Pierre Trudeau, 
the civil service has mushroomed to 330.000. 


This is inflation. Government spending 
must be curtailed if there is to be any halt in 
the spiral. Our government thinks nothing 
about deficit budgeting. This is inflation and 
so our government takes the easy way out by 
ringing up the friendly mint and ordering a 
fresh, new supply of crisp, green dollars. Or. 
it simply adds a few more taxes to already 
overburdened citizens. Either way is a cop- 
out. Either way inflation blazes ahead with 
greater intensity. 

IT SEEMS rather incomprehensible that 
the minister of finance, John Turner, has not 
been able to see the folly of continued exces¬ 
sive government spending. John Turner's 
last budget attempt, the one that brought 
down the Liberal government, was not a bal¬ 
anced budget. It was, like the rest of them, a 
deficit budget, an inflationery budget. Pay as 
you go has seemingly never entered his 
mind, or the minds of the whole Liberal cabi¬ 
net. 

The balloon gets bigger and bigger and 
when that thing finally bursts, the fallout will 
be devastating. It could produce a depression 
as monumental as the one that ravished the 
world in those dirty Thirties. 

I AM NOT merely being in a post-long- 
weekend blue funk. Many learned men, far 
more versed in the jungle of economics than 
I. are preaching the same disaster. But their 
words of doom fall on the deaf ears of elect¬ 
ed officials who know better than the men 
and women who are trained io make such 
evaluations. 

Federal expenditures could well be 
trimmed by anywhere from one-quarter to 
one-third without any decrease in the ser¬ 
vices to the general public. Tighten the belt 
time is long overdue but don’t hold your 
breath in anticipation of Pierre’s government 
making that necessary adjustment . . .

bomb exploded in a busy tick¬ 
et section of an overseas ter¬ 
minal at Los Angeles Interna¬ 
tional Airport Tuesday, creat¬ 
ing a “whoosh like a wind 
tunnel" which sent bodies fly¬ 
ing across the lobby. 

The coroner's office said 
two persons were knowm 
dead. One was a Skycap. The 
other also wore the uniform of 
an airport employee. 

Thirty-six other persons, 
most of them passengers 
waiting in line to check in. 
were injured. The fire depart¬ 
ment said 17 were taken to 
hospitals three in critical con¬ 
dition. 

The blast originated in pub¬ 
lic pay lockers.

Cooke said there had been no 
telephone call or advance 
warning thai a bomb was set 
to explode

But UPI’s sources, includ¬ 
ing two who attended the 
committee meeting, said both 
Tower and Goldwater “defini¬ 
tely joined their Republican 
colleagues” in urging that 
Nixon step down. 

The defection of Goldwater 
and Tower, both considered 
powers in the GOP’s conser¬ 
vative wing, could mean a 
fatal blow to Nixon’s hopes of 
meeting of all Senate Republi¬ 
cans Wednesday to devise a 
way of putting the president 
on formal notice that a major¬ 
ity of them favor his resigna¬ 
tion.

I have heard that once a 
person starts using these pills, 
she cannot stop using them or 
there may be damage to her 
system. I would like to know 
if this is true or something 
that person may have made 
up in order to stay on them 
for other reasons. — Mrs. 
R.M. 

The worst that could happen 
after stopping the pills would 
be a possible reversion to her 
irregular periods.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: To¬ 
day's overworked physicians 
do not have time to give the 
patient much information on 
hiatal hernia. I wish you 
would elaborate on % which 
foods. specifically. are 
“course foods.” A number of 


books on nutrition do not give 
this information. — E.C. 

Coarse foods are the high- 
residue foods which contain a 
lot otf fibre, or indigestible 
bits that can irritate. That 
would mean such things as 
nuts, foods with large hard 
seeds, bran, and crunchy raw 
vegetables on the order of cel¬ 
ery, radishes and the like. 

Cooked vegetables are an¬ 
other matter; the cooking 
softens the fibres so you can 
escape irritation. Highly sea¬ 
soned foods may also cause 
distress. 

But the practical rule — 
guided by the above — is to 
note when something does 
cause distress and then' avoid 
it. There can be a substantial 
difference from patient to pa¬ 
tient in what is tolerated and 
what is not.

wear tliem, of thousands of 
yards of sheeting with no w^y 
to make sheets from it, of the 
impossibility of getting the 
materials he needs. 

He points out - the prison's 
three walk-in refrigerators, 
none of Which have alarm 
systems or safety releases in 
the event of someone being 
locked inside. During the dis¬ 
turbance , Friday, one man 
was almost locked in. 

A kitchen officer points to 
the facilities with which he 
has to work, saying they were 
condemned years ago by the’* 
health inspector. 

IJnderstaffing 

Both men also serve as 
guards because critical under- 
staffing at Wilkinson Rond 
means no staff member has 
only one job. 

The medical officer calls 
once a week, the dentist is on 
hand for one hour every seven 
days. 

The prison’s hospital sev¬ 
eral beds lined un in a con¬ 
note value is like ^ f irst 
World War field hospital 

Next to it. a dispensary 
which resembles the office of 
a poor doctor in some back- 
woods community which has 
yet to learn of the wonders of 
modem medicine. In a comer 
of the dispensary is the den- 
fist's "office.” a chair and 
some crude equipment. 

The doctor himself, the pris¬ 
oners claim, refuses to treat 
heroin addicts going through 
withdrawal. Such men are 
traditionally locked in cither 
the isolation cells or the "ob¬ 
servation room.” a cell off the 
hospital differentiated from 
isolated cells only by ils loca¬ 
tion. 

Less than 60 

The prison requires a staff 
of 91 simply to meet the mini¬ 
mum staffing required under 
the new union contract: Its 
present strength stands at 
less than 60. 

Training for the new of-, 
ficers consists of a six-week 
course in security and what 
on-the-job training can be 
given by the overworked men 
who precede the new man. 

This is always assuming a 
new corrections officer can be 
found. The government offers 
a salary of 5680 a month for a 
new corrections officer, a 
man who is expected to be a 
security guard, riot control of¬ 
ficer, lay psychologist and fa¬ 
ther figure to the men whose 
lives he controls 

Warden gels $1.400 

The warden (director in the 
new burcaucratese) of the 
prison makes 51.400 a month 
He is the man in charge, no) 
only of staff, but the man re¬ 
sponsible for the prisoners in 
his care, the running of the 
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prison and the security of 
both staff and inmates. 

After the training period, a 
new staff officer is given ad- 
ditonal "training” in lay coun¬ 
selling. a program of amateur 
psychology aimed at getting 
the guard more involved with 
the prisoners’ problems. 

"My training as a lay coun¬ 
sellor was simple." one guard 
says. i 

"I was taken downtown, 
placed in a room with a T v 
camera aimed* at a table and 
introduced to a social worker. 

Ease history 

"He handed me a card on 
which was printed his ’case 
hisotgy’: He was supposed to 
be a 23-year-old prisoner, 
such-and-such a record, such- 
and-such a personal back¬ 
ground. 

"i was given 30 minutes to 
straighten him out. or my pay 
dropped a full increment, be¬ 
cause I wasn't qualified as a 
lay counsellor." 

No member of ihe staff 
leaves the prison vvithout tell¬ 
ing the senior guard on duty 
where he can be reached in 
case he’s needed 

Before he can go to church, 
to a neighbor's for » drink or 
dinner, or to a mov ie dow n¬ 
town. he has to phone the 
prison, leave a number where 
lie can be reached. 

Records behind 

Overtime records are be¬ 
hind by two weeks, there’s 
that much of it. 

Yet one guard - who has 
worked 60 hours in four day*. 
12 of them today asks per¬ 
mission to take a prisoner 
out. on his own time, for a 
fishing trip. 

The legal aspects must be 
checked. If the guard drowns, 
the prison is just less one 
good man: if the prisoner 
drowns, the guard, the war¬ 
den. and the government can 
be sued by the prisoner's fam¬ 
ily. 

Another guard finishing a 
10-hour shift, returns to a coll 
Mock where a prisoner had 
earlier asked to talk to him 

Dinner waiting 

He Spends the next 90 min¬ 
utes talking to thg man. being 
interrupted three times by 
phone calls from his wife, 
who wants to know where he 
is; his dinner has been wait- 
. mg for three hours. 

When he finishes, there are 
four other prisoners who want 
to talk to him He begs off. 
saying he’ll talk to them 
later. 

Another guard, who has put 
in more than 10 hours that 
day. tells a prisoner he can’t 
talk to him because he has to 


feed the livestock on the pris¬ 
on's farm, for which he is also 
responsible. 

In the office of the man who 
processes prisoners’ requests, 
the man—John Stewart — sits 
working his way through a 
stack of them. The phone 
rings, a group of. prisoners 
wants to speak w ith him> 

Guard shrugs 

He shrugs, looks up: "I'll 
go. of course, even though I 
know it’ll mean there will be 
complaints tomorrow. ,or the 
nexi day. about how long it 
takes to process the re¬ 
quests." 

Stewart is also the senior 
man on duty, the acting direc¬ 
tor. ^ 

Nine prisoners want to 
make phone calls. 

There is one phone and one 
guard to coordinate the nine 
men’s progress from cell 
block to phone and back. He 
is also the man .in charge in 
the "bubble.” She control 
centre of the prison. 

Exact location 

He must be on hand to open 
the gates, close them, answer 
incoming, calls, and is respon¬ 
sible for knowing the exact 
location of every guard, every 
prisoner in the institution, 
every minute of his shift. 

"There are 24 hours in a 
day." he grumbles. "To do 
our jobs, we need 40. even 30, 
and that would be leaving mo 
time for our families."

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Peace that never was 


R EMEMBER South Vietnam? Remember the 
“peace with honor,” as President Richard 
Nixon described it, a hopelessly ineffectual com¬ 
promise contrived by Dr. Henry Kissinger and 
North Vietnam's Le Due Tho? It was called "a 
standstill agreement,” and the communist Viet 
Cong and their North Vietnamese allies were sup¬ 
posed to halt military operations like their South 
Vietnamese opponents to allow implementation of 
the further proposals in the cease-fire. 

They never did. 

From the very first hour of the signing.' an¬ 
nounced on Jan. 28, 1973, there have been gradual¬ 
ly escalating breaches of the so-called peace, a 
peace that never was. 

It did allow the United States to extricate it¬ 
self from the increasingly unpopular and costly 
war and persuade the communists to release their 


In conflict 

T HE INTRODUCTION of a biU in the Quebec 
legislature proposing to empower the pro¬ 
vincial immigration department to inform, re¬ 
cruit and select immigrants to the province is sure¬ 
ly a challenge the federal government must accept. 

The Quebec language legislation newly ap¬ 
proved, making French the sole official language of 
the province, will not be taken to court by the 
Trudeau government directly, the prime minister 
has said, even though it appears unconstitutional. 

In regard to the language law there may be 
some argument. But if Quebec wants to select its 
immigrants regardless of the federal system, the 
province is at odds with the BNA Act section say¬ 
ing that provincial immigration legislation “shall 
have effect in and for the province as long and as 
far only as it is not repugnant to any act of the 
Parliament of Canada.” How long would Ottawa 
wait to act if British Columbia “empowered” itself 
to select only British immigrants” 


American prisoners. But the four-party military 
commission and the International Commission of 
Control and Supervision — which Canada quit in 
complete frustration — have never been able to 
function, the ideological conflict within them mak¬ 
ing the unanimity required for decision impossible. 

Overshadowed by events in Cyprus and the 
Arab-Israeli confrontation, to say nothing of the 
domestic crises in so many western countries, at¬ 
tention has been diverted from the Far East. But 
the war is still going on there, in Laos, Cambodia 
and Thailand; the communist expansionist pro¬ 
gram is still operative. And the emphasis appeai-s 
to be returning to the South Vietnam front. 

It has been a pattern of the past that Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese propagandists hate 
stepped up their enterprises to coincide with an of¬ 
fensive operation — presumably to disguise, or al 
least confuse, objectives and responsibilities. 

In the past few days there have been alarms 
along the whole fluid front in South Vietnam with 
communist activity sharply increased around Hue 
and Da Nang. South Vietnamese observers warned 
that an offensive is building. 

From Paris Monday came charges from the 
Viet Cong spokesman permanently placed there 
that American pilots were flying on combat mis¬ 
sions for the south and the accusation that Fred¬ 
erick Brown, U.S. consul-general at Da Nang, is 
really the commander in the northern tactical 
region. Brown's officers, he said, were directing 
field operations. 

"The United States,” stormed Duong Dinh 
Thao, "has never renounced its aim of neo-colonial¬ 
ist domination.” 

And sure enough, from Saigon comes simulta¬ 
neous word that fighting rages near Da Nang, sec¬ 
ond largest city outside the capital, with the Viet 
Cong 511 and North Vietnam 324 “Steel" Divisions 
fully engaged. 

With the acceleration of the propaganda ma¬ 
chinery in Paris and elsewhere it is a sure thing the 
communist offensive will attempt to keep pace. Or 
is it the other way around? 


Wrong time of year 


T HE BRITISH COLUMBIA government was only 
following the lead of several other provincial 
governments and the federal administration in re¬ 
spect to its own employees when it introduced le¬ 
gislation making the first Monday in August a holi- 
day ^Bu t in some ways, it could have done better. 

Tffe beginning of August is a fine time to be off 
work, and it’s the time many people choose for 
their vacation. Add a holiday for almost everyone, 
and it is hardly surprising that the first "British 
Columbia Day” brought havoc on the roads and in 
recreation areas. The toll of accidents, in deaths, 
was at least 25 in the province, a record number 
for any three-day holiday weekend. The injuries, 
the maimings, the cost of physical damage, will not 
be added up for months. 


One cannot expect the politicians, having se¬ 
lected a day in August for a holiday, to take it 
away. But from Dominion Day until Labor Day is 
only two months, plus sometimes a few days, at a 
time of year when most people are having a respite 
from work anyway. It is a pity the legislators did 
not instead pick a day in that long, dreary period 
between New Year’s Day and Easter, when »at 
least in the main population centres of the province 
there could be outdoor enjoyment without snow 
and ice, and when there would be no temptation to 
make it to Calgary and back at 90 miles an hour. 

Perhaps the government should consider a 
February or March holiday as British Columbia 
Day, and — if the August holiday is to continue as 
a day of grief — give it another name. 


Japanese voters 


Seeking a change in vain 


The results of the elections 
last month to the Upper 
House of the Japanese Parlia¬ 
ment seem to have persuaded 
many people that Japanese 
democracy — contrary per¬ 
haps to appearances is still 
alive and healthy. 

The opinion polls published 
in the main Japanese news¬ 
papers before election day 
were uniformly depressing to 
anyone who believes that Jap¬ 
anese politics needed a shake- 
up. They forecast not simply 
an easy victory for the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party 
but. what was far worse, that 
a possible record number of 
voters would not bother to 
vote at all. 


These predictions, however, 
turned out to be about as ac¬ 
curate as the paper fortunes 
that are sold at Japanese 
temples and shrines. The LDP 
only just clung onto its major¬ 
ity in the Upper House: and. 
perhaps even more signifi¬ 
cant, the largest number of 
people ever to vote in an 
Upper House election went to 
the polls. 

It seems indisputable that

still has a lot more spirit and 
independence than many ex¬ 
perts had been ready to 
grant. This was most obvious 
in the huge votes collected by 
some of the independent can¬ 
didates who made a virtue of 
belonging to no party. 


Two independent candidates 
in the national constituency 
(in which each voter votes for 
just one person) won nearly 
3,800,000 votes between them 
— almost as many as gath¬ 
ered by all the Communist 
Party candidates running in 
the national constituency; and 
half as many as the votes for 
the Japan Socialist Party 
(JSP) which has massive 
trade union backing. 

In Tokyo, which sent four 
representatives to the Upper 
House, the first four places 
were taken, as expected, by 
one member each of the main 
political parties (the Liberal 
Democrats, the JSP, the 
Buddhist-tinged Komeito. and 
the Communists). But a Quite 
well known writer called 
Akiyuki Nozaka finished a 
strong fifth and he had made 
it plain that he was against 
all the established parties. A 
lot of his campaign workers 
were young people in long 
hair and jeans and their infor¬ 
mal approach to the election 

at midday they would eat a 
rough picnic lunch with Noza¬ 
ka — was a complete contrast 
to the uptight campaigns run 
by the established parties. 

But the good showing of 
the independents is not per¬ 
haps such an entirely happy 
sign for the future, the hand¬ 
ful of independents will be no 
match for the parties once 
they are in the Upper House 
and so a vote Cor an indepen¬ 
dent may end up a vote wast¬ 
ed unless the political parties 
improve their ways. 

The chief problem here is 
the weakness of the Japanese 
opposition. The combined op¬ 
position parties got well over 
50 per cent of the votes cast 


in the Upper House election 
but it was a wasted majority 
because they were unable to 
co-operate among themselves 
to put up joint candidates 
against the LDP men. Unless 
they can do this LDP can¬ 
didates are going to go on get¬ 
ting into Parliament on mi¬ 
nority votes. 

It has to be said that the 
chances of this situation 
changing are very slim indeed. 
The chief snag is Komeito. 
the “Gean Government 
Party” w’hich was once as¬ 
sociated closely with the 
Moral Re-Armament style 
Buddhist sect called the 
Sokka Gakkai. Komeito is the 
party of the lower middle- 
class man and woman 
oppressed by th^; difficulties 
of modem city life. It has no 
very clear policy but has a 
moralistic approach to poli¬ 
tics which brings it into fra- 
quent conflict with the prag¬ 
matic LDP. Yet it is essen¬ 
tially a conservative party 
and really regards the Japan 
Communist Party as its most 
deadly foe. 


The JCP dislikes Komeito 
every bit as much in return 
and it is difficult to believe 
that they could ever work to¬ 
gether as real allies, even 
though their leaders some¬ 
times talk of it. 

This leaves the Socialist 
Party awkwardly in the midi 
die. If tt moves too far Komei- 
to's way the Communists are 
annoyed. If it moves towards 
the JCP — and the JCP's 
leaders are after all self- 
proclaimed Marxists — then 
Komeito makes noises about 
Communist takeovers. 

The steady increase in Com¬ 
munist strength over the last 
few years has turned out in a 
sense to have weakened the 
opposition because the 
stronger the JCP grows the 
more scared the other opposi¬ 
tion parties are of working 
with it. That the Japanese 
Communists have adopted a 


program which appears to 
commit them entirely to a 
democratic system of elec¬ 
tions, individual liberties and 
so forth lessens these appre¬ 
hensions not a bit. 

The mutual distrust among 
the opposition parties has not 
prevented them running joint 
candidates in some very im¬ 
portant local elections the 
mayor of Tokyo was elected 
in this way. But unless they 
can do the same thing on the 
national scale they are leav¬ 
ing the Japanese voter with¬ 
out a real choice. Under these 
circumstances one cannot be 
sure that the enthusiasm 
shown by voters in early July 
will not evaporate when they 
see that nothing much has 
been changed by it.

‘An objective necessity’ 


It is two years since the na¬ 
tions of the world gathered in 
Stockholm to discuss means 
of preserving the global envi¬ 
ronment from destruction by 
pollution Many long and- 
learned papers were present-'. 
e«l and ever>one committed 
his nation to co-of>eratjve ac¬ 
tion to clean up the planet. 

Now Maurice Strong the 
businessman turned diplomat, 
has the 10 b of try ing to per¬ 
suade the nations to live up to 
that commitment. Mr. Strong 
was president of Power Corp . 
then head of the Canadian ex¬ 
ternal aid office at the time 
the name was changed to 
t’^pA (the Canadian Interna¬ 
tional Development Agency), 
then moved to the United Na¬ 
tions where he took on the 
mammoth task of organizing 
the Stockholm conference. 
Now he is executive diro<‘tvr 
of the United Nations Envi¬ 
ronment Program, the perma¬ 
nent secretarial that grew out 
of the conference. The head¬ 
quarters are in Nairobi, 
Kenya, a location which helps 
to emphasize that preserva¬ 
tion of the environment ha* 
special signifieanc fop the de¬ 
veloping nations. *> 1 


Until the energy « rtsis < ame 
along with its dramatic nr 
pact on both the ruh and the 
poor, the developed nation 
tended to think of environ¬ 
mental protection in terms of 
preserving a healthy quality 
of life without interfering too 
seriously with their industrial 
expansion. For the developing 
nations it is a question of get¬ 
ting a share of the world s 
resources before they are ex¬ 
hausted by the greedy 
rich. 

Views on the environment 
range from the Gub of 
Rome's warning that ex¬ 
ponential growth of the econ¬ 
omy is merely drawing us 
faster and faster towards the 
precipice; to the advocaies of 
Buckermonium who believe 
that new resources will be 
found as the need arises 
Bucker argues that if the Gub 
of Rome had done its mathe¬ 
matical assessment in 1900 
with the known oil reserves of 
that time, by their theory the 
world would have collapsed 
by 1925. 

Maurice' Strong tends more 
towards the Club of Rome, 
but he says he is no dooms¬ 
day er. Although he doesn't be¬ 
lieve- in "an inevitable global 
cataclysm.'' he did have this

to say in a recent speech in 
Windsor. 

One feels the chilling ef¬

The relentless application 
of purely economic criteria to 
decision-rpaking has grossly 
distorted allocation .of re¬ 
sources in favor of the areas 
of highest economic return 
rather than of social priority.’* 


He went on to say: Unless 
there is strong, rapid, even 
radical action on the new in¬ 
ternational priorities re- 
\ources, jopulation, techno¬ 
logy and environment we 
are. in my considered lodg¬ 
ment. headed for disasters 
almost too dreadful lo con¬ 
template.” , 

Mr. Strong feels that the 
United Nations is the natural 


mechanism through which the 
nations should work on deal¬ 
ing with the new international 
priorities. The United Nations 
w as born in the dying years of 
the Second World War when 
the memory of death and de¬ 
struction was so vivid that ev¬ 
eryone was convinced the na¬ 
tions would gladly surrender 
some sovereignty lo ensure 
that it didn’t happen again 
Maurice Strong is well 
aware that the dream is fad¬ 
ing and the reputation of the 
United Nations is at* a low 
ebb. But he doesn't see inter¬ 
na tional co-operation as a 
threat to national indepen¬ 
dence. He see* instead the 
development of non-terri¬ 
torial” concepts of so- 
vereignty and the exercise of 
national sovereignty on a col¬ 
lective basis in areas where it 
< annot be exercised unilater¬ 
ally. It does not involve dis¬ 
mantling the present nation- 
mate system in favor of a 
super world government. 


"The new internationalism 
is not an unreachable utopian 
dream. but an objective 
necessity . and one well 
within our reach. But it clear¬ 
ly depends on the exercise by 
ihe community of nations, and 
in particular by the leaders of 
the industrialized world, of a 
much greater degree of en¬ 
lightened political will and 
wisdom than is yet in evi¬ 
dence.’’ Mr. Strong said. 


Loyalty to a global society 
need not negate loyalty to the 
nauon any more than loyalty 
to the nation negates loyalty 
to family, he argues. 

Maybe Mr. Strong is whis¬ 
tling in the wind. Maybe we 
will muddle through without 
tiie kind of international co¬ 
opera uon he says is nece«- 
sary. More likely, however, 
we will be forced into accept¬ 
ing a new internationalism by 
the pressure of events, by the 
declining quality of life on our 
planer. Let's just hope that by 
that time H is not too late.

If the Watergate affair 
could have been successfully 
covered up, it should have 
been. Other aspects of Water¬ 
gate may be food for endle'S 
discussion, but this simple 
proposition strikes most so¬ 
phisticated Europeans as self- 
evident 

Ricir attitude to President 
Ni.xon and to the drama now- 
unfolding in Washington is 
therefore considerably dif¬ 
ferent from the mood prevail¬ 
ing in the U.S., or at least in 
the American media. They 
are mainly concerned about, 
the damage which the un¬ 
covering of Watergate has 
done, not only to individual 
lives and careers, but to the 
role of the United States in 
the world 


In Britain particularly, 
where the present scene is so 
troubled and the future so 
dark, and with the new Com¬ 
mon Market link widely felt 
to be unsatisfactory, people 
would gladly look to the Unit¬ 
ed States for leadership and 
stability. They look — and are 
appalled by what they see. 

What appalls them is much 
less the Watergate revelations 
than American reactions to 
Watergate. These seem to 
show a lack of balance, and 
an excess of moral hypocrisy 
which are, from a British 
point of yew. disturbing in 
the scnjdr partner of the 
Western alliance 

The spectacle of Dr. Kis¬ 
singer. Tresh from dealing 
with great problems erf inter¬ 
national diplomacy, being 
harried about Watergate was 
genuinely shocking. 


Whatever moral issue may 
he involved in the actions, or 
alleged actions, of the pres¬ 
ident and his associates has 
been deeply clouded by the 
lynch-mob behavior displayed 
by some sections of the Amer¬ 
ican media. 

The impeachment debate is 
being quite fully covered on 
British television: too fully, 
some bored viewers would 
complain. And President Nix¬ 
on’s liberal opponents, includ¬ 
ing several who are resident 
in or visiting Britain, have 
been given ample opportunity 
to gloat. There is an uncom¬ 
fortable Impression that the 


.A 
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real object of the proceedings 
may he to vindicate not the 
rule of law but The Washing¬ 
ton Post and Ihe New York 
Times. 

Britain, of course, has not 
lacked government scandals 
of her own during the past 
few years, and they too have 
generated a good deal of 
rather nauseating hypocrisy, 
not least in the editorial col¬ 
umns of the London Times 
But the hypocrisy has quickly 
been ridiculed, and (he dam¬ 
age caused by the scandals 
ihemselves has been elf icier’ • 
ly contained 

President Nixon's enthusi¬ 
asm for an arguably specious 

detente with the Communists, 
and Dr. Kissinger's high¬ 
handed style of diplomacy, 
are not regarded in Europe 
with unmixed satisfaction. 
Conversely, the desire of 
many Americans to curb the 
bloated power of the execu¬ 
tive is well understood: a lot 
of Europeans would like to 
curb the power of their own 
government*. 


But. such topics seem at 
best peripheral, and more 
often quite extraneous, to 
what Americans are actually 
saying about the president. 
Meanwhile, his capacity to 
deal with inflation, and the 


world roonetarv crisis, and 
the military weakness of 
NATO, has been devastatmgly 
impaired 

These are things which mat¬ 
ter infinitely more to Ameri¬ 
ca's allies - indeed, they are 
objectively far more impor¬ 
tant — than any of the 
charges alleged against Pres¬ 
ident Nixon. What worries 
people in Europe is that so 
many Americans seem in 
their own minds to have re¬ 
versed this order of priorities 
and to have become wholly m- 
w ard-looking

Shakespeare called 
Cyprus "the warlike 
isle.” It was conquered 
by Egypt, colonized by 
Greece and annexed by 
Rome before the first 
century AD, and for the 
next 2,000 years it was 
ruled by a succession of 
absentee^ landlords. 

Each sought control over 
the island’s only important 
asset —its strategic location. 
Each sought hegemony over 
the eastern Mediterranean by 
controlling this major island 
command post. 

Almost a century ago the 
Turkish sultan assigned 
Cyprus to Great Britain. In 
1960, Britain relinquished its 
rule and the island became a 
sovereign nation for the first 
time in its history. But today. 
Cyprus Us once again occupied 
by foreign troops. And, once 
again, it has been the scene of 
a bloody conflict. 

★ ★ ★ 

Only 600,000 people live on 
the island’s 3,600 square 
miles. It is hard to believe 
that a territory so small and 
with so few people could so 
disturb the peace of the 
world. 

At a meeting that culminat¬ 
ed last week in an interim 
agreement and cease-fire, 
representatives of three na¬ 
tions — Great Britain, Greece 
and Turkey - met in Geneva 
to negotiate the island’s fu- 
ure. 

Representatives of two 
other nations — the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
— were consulted during the 
talks, and the secretary gen¬ 
eral of the United Nations 
played a mediating role. 

The only group absent was 
the Cypriots. 

★ * k 

As has so often occurred in 
the affairs of this unhappy 
land, those most directly con¬ 
cerned were not involved. 
How could that happen? How 
could representatives of an in¬ 
dependent country not be en¬ 
gaged in negotiations concern¬ 
ing that country’s future? 

A convenient starting place 
for the explanation is 1960 — 
when Britain relinquished its 
rule to a new Republic of 
Cyprus, though Britain re¬ 
tained two military bases on 
the island. 

The grant of independence 
was tied to a complex series 
of drtterrraitional agreements, 
negotiated by representatives 
of Greece, Turkey and the 
United Kingdom. 

★ ★ * 

Just as in the recent negoti¬ 
ations, Cypriot represent¬ 
atives played no role except a 
limited one of being able to 
accept or reject the agree¬ 
ments. Yet the 1960 accord 
structured and limited both 
internal Cypriot affairs and 
Cypriot relations with other 
nations. 

The linchpin is the Cypriot 
constitution, the key provi¬ 
sions of which "cannot, in any 
w-ay, be amended . . ." 

Almost all of the 199 arti¬ 
cles in the constitution were 
drafted with a view to main¬ 
taining a delicate but immuta¬ 
ble equilibrium between the 
interests of the G»*e^k CVoriot 
majority (80 per cent) and the 
Turkish Cypriot minority (20 
per cent).

If the constitutional guaran¬ 
tees in favor of the Turkish 
Cypriots are violated, interna¬ 
tional guarantees become op¬ 
erative. By a treaty of guar¬ 
antees, Greece, Turkey and 
the United Kingdom under¬ 
write not only the "indepen¬ 
dence. territorial integrity 
and security of the Republic 
of Cyprus, but also "the state 
of affairs" established by the 
constitution. 

In the event of a breach of 
the treaty, the guarantor 
powers are to consult, but 
"insofar as comtnon or con¬ 
sidered action may prove im¬ 
possible,” each reserves "the 
right to take action with the 
sole aim of re-establishing the 
state of affairs established by 
the present treaty." 

When Turkey invaded 
Cyprus three weeks ago in the 
wake of the coup on the is¬ 
land. it did so on the legal 
basis of that provision.

Today, as in the past, the 
two communities are sharply 
at odds over many matters. 
But, in the past, residents of 
the island could slaughter 
each other with relatively lit¬ 
tle impact on other nations - 
at least unless those nations 
wanted to become involved. 

Today, the situation is far 
more complex. Greek Cy¬ 
priots view themselves as 
Greeks living on Cyprus, even 
though their ancestors have 
been there for centuries. Tur¬ 
kish Cypriots maintain the 
same view of Turkey. Both 
Greece and Turkey are there¬ 
fore. inexorably involved. 

* * * 

But the current conflict 
reaches far beyond the Medi¬ 
terranean. Greece and Turkey 
are both members of NATO 
and a Greek-Turkisti conflict 
would undercut the unity of 
that organization. The United 
States would be directly in¬ 
volved, and a clash between 
the United States and the So¬ 
viet Union would be threat¬ 
ened. 

The world can no longer ig¬ 
nore conflicts on the island. 
Its internal problems have 
global dimensions. 

One would think that 
Greece and Turkey would tire 
of allowing Cyprus to control 
their national destinies. Yet 
the alternative, in the long 
run, must be to allow’ in¬ 
deed. to require — the Cypriot 
people to settle their own fu¬ 
ture* 

* ★ ★ 

The negotiations .since the 
coup have been among Great 
Britain, Greece and Turkey — 
without the active involve¬ 
ment of the Cypriots. It must 
be tempting for those negotia¬ 
tors to try to settle the is¬ 
land’s problems quickly — 
which means without Cypriot 
participation. 

They apparently have suc¬ 
cumbed to the temptation. 
But if history has any lessons, 
it is that no settlement is pos¬ 
sible if jt is imposed on the 
island from outside. 


What of the future? Any 
permanent settlement must 
be negotiated by the Cypriots 
— Greek Cypriots and Tur¬ 
kish Cypriots. It will not be 
enough to do what was done 
in 1960 — offering the pack¬ 
age to take or reject, without 
possibility of significant in¬ 
volvement in the negotiations.

UN world conferences first Man and His‘Envi¬ 
ronment. now on Population and Food, soon on Energy and 
Materials, then on Human Settlements, and so on address 
themsehes to global problems even if they appear in dif¬ 
ferent forms in different regions 


Trie new international economic order is a problem of 
the world system. At the same time, thousands of smaller 
meetings are taking place in all parte of the world. 

All of them are pieces of a mosaic roughly patterned to 
fall together one day into an over-all design. They are uncon¬ 
sciously inspired by the same purpose* driving toward the 
same finality how can a more livable and viable world so¬ 
ciety be brought about? 

In a haphazard way these groups of politicians, of sci¬ 
entists. of scholars, and of plain citizens, are slowly weaving 
a fabnc which will eventually hold human society together by- 
sets of new. evolutive institutions and instrumentalities — cer¬ 
tainly not a central supergovemnient. 

The process will be long, difficult, embattled. But the 
atmosphere and the mood are changing throughout the world. 
We are probably entering the constituent period of world soci¬ 
ety: all the?*e meetings being the forerunners of a world con-” 
stituent assembly.

Multinational companies 
out to grab ocean riches

Will the wealth of the world’s oceans wind 
up on the judiciously manoeuvred rocks of 
multinational companies? The answer should 
emerge soon from the United Nations Law of 
the Sea Conference now sitting at Caracas. 
Venezuela. 

The multinationals are there in force. 
Their representatives are included in many 
government delegations. Multinational com¬ 
panies have been variously defined. Basically 
they are enterprises centred in one country 
with production and technological invest¬ 
ments spread out across many nations. Prof¬ 
its are usually funnelled back to head¬ 
quarters. 

Old fashioned things like national bounda¬ 
ries and national interests irk J these giant 
corporations. They are, as one UN source 
has put it, "inclined to look upon national 
frontiers as barbarous overhangs of an earli¬ 
er. less efficient age." 

★ it it 

The open sea — the area beyond the 
agreed continental margins - is still open to 
exploitation, even though the UN has de¬ 
clared it to be the common heritage of all 
mankind. The main task of the Caracas con¬ 
ference is to set up an international regime 
to adminster die deep seabed. 

The mineral riches it has to offer are 
enormous. The value of the manganese alone 
is said to run into trillions of dollars. At the 
same time, the financial and technological 
investment needed to exploit the resources 
are way beyond the means of most countries 

Must they, therefore, sit back and watch 
their "common heritage” plundered by the 
few? This is the conflict Some 30 companies, 
supported by their governments — the U.S. 
Japan, West Germany, France, Canada and 
the United Kingdom — have already invested 
♦more than $300 million in deep sea mining 
technology. 

★ it it 

The World Development Movement, which 
is campaigning for an equitable distribution 
of the seabed's wealth, says that at least 
three commercial mines (concentrating on 
manganese) could be operating before the 
end of the decade, possibly as early as 1976. 

In the U.S., a congressional subcommittee 
opened hearings in March on a bill which, if 
passed, would authorize the government to 
sell licenses*for 40,000 kilometre blocks of 
Pacific Ocean floor at $50,000 each, and un¬ 
derwrite losses which the purchasing compa¬ 
nies might incur in the first two years. 

Has congress the right to do this? The not 
uhfajniliar answer is that it needs to be done. 
Representative Thomas Downing, one of the 


bill’s co-sponsors says: "If wc pass this bill 
other advanced countries will do the same 
thing. Those minerals are lying down on the 
bottom and we need them." 

The position of the multinationals was 
even more forthrightly stated by J.E. Flipse. 
president of Decpsea Ventures. "The present 
bill," he said, "is eloquent evidence of the 
commitment of the senate interior committee 
to the protection and promotion of the^na- 
tional interests in assuring the United States 
a secure mineral supply ' 

♦ * it 

What can the poorer countries of the 
world do about it? At the Caracas conference 
one of the three main committees is con- 
cemed with the nature of the proposed inter¬ 
national regime itself. This is where the fu¬ 
ture of that common heritage of mankind 
will be discussed, if not effectively decided 

The committee's report is expected soon 
and it has then to be debated and voted upon 
by the full conference. The outcome will 
depend on the stand and the degree of unity 
of the developing countries 

Most of them appear to be in favor of the 
200-mile exclusive' economic zone idea in 
which coastal states would be granted special 
rights over mineral and living resources in 
the zone adjacent to them. This compromise 
must, somehow, embrace the landlocked 
countries as well. 

It seems that the U.S.. Britain and Russia, 
while still non-committal about it, are more 
inclined to. go along with the zone concept 
than they seemed to be before Caracas. 
Japan, so dependant on its vast fishing 
operations, remains intractably opposed. 

■k ★ * 

But what of the deep sea and the interna¬ 
tional regime? The developing countries, par¬ 
ticularly those led by the Organisation for Af¬ 
rican Unity, have surprised observers in 
Caracas by the firmness of their stand. 

They are demanding an international au¬ 
thority with teeth; a body that can control 
exploitation; one to which the multinationals 
will be accountable. They favor a tax system 
by which the companies will be obliged to 
share the ocean’s wealth. 

The final decision has to be taken by a 
two-thirds majority of all the 149 countries 
taking part in Caracas. The conference ends 
on August 29, and a number of items on its 
formidable agenda may have to be carried 
over to Vienna next year. 

But whether the rich nations will concede 
more than crumbs to the less fortunate ma¬ 
jority or whether they will allow the multina¬ 
tional companies to wreck the talks will 
become clear ia Caracas — socyi.

The ‘prophets of 


now merit attention 


By AURELIO PECCEI, from Rome 

In August, 1970, the Club of Rome launched a 
project that challenged the unquestioned faith that 
material or economic growth is inherently good. This 
was the ‘‘Limits to Growth” study. 

It was carried out by Dennis Meadows and his colleagues 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, on the lean bud- 
get of $250,000. This is what the military of the world spend 
every 40 seconds, day and night, year after year. But this 
tiny investment was highly fruitful. It opened up a new cycle 
of research and reflection on the human condition in the tech¬ 
nological age. 

What the project itoell has shown Is that we are ©a a 
dangerous course. If uncttsnged, It will lead mankind to dis¬ 
aster within a century. 

As soon as the report illustrating these conclusions was 
published in March. 1972, it came under attack, severe criti¬ 
cism was levelled at the methods and data adopted and its 
supporters were labelled doomsdayers, sparking off a heated 
debate both in developed and developing countries. 

•k it it 

The message conveyed by this study was indeed shocking 
and heretical in a society consecrated to the growth myth. 
Nevertheless, it was listened to by a large number of people 
already disturbed by current trends. It sharpened their 
awareness that something fundamental must be changed in 
their beliefs and behaviors. 

AH this happening in such a very short span of time 
shows how fast events run nowadays. 

The greatest merit of the study was that it helped us to 
see that we are at a turning point in history, and that the 
choices which purposefully or unwittingly we make in the 
near future will be decisive. 

They may affect man's destiny profoundly, even mutate 
his evolution as a species. The situations and Signs pointing

out the momentous responsibility of our generation are piling 
up. 

For one thing, we have acquired undreamed of knowl¬ 
edge of power, but have failed to develop the capacity 
to put it to good use. We have permitted this knowlege and 
power to be the exclusive domain of small elites. 

As a matter of fact, half of the world’s adults are illiter¬ 
ate, and the immense stores of information hoarded in 
libraries, data banks and computer memories are practically 
foreclosed to the billions of people on the globe. 

Admittedly, these coextet with the fractional minority 
which knows the laws.of the universe and are surrounded by 
the latest gadgetry. But culturally they belong to past cen¬ 
turies. 

★ it k 

Similarly, our tremendous modern power Is vented In 
even smaller closed castes. It Is at the beck and call of a 
limited number of financial, political, and military potentates 
to control currencies and markets, to iovade our privacy, and 
to Indoctrinate tomorrow it .may be sterilization and possi¬ 
bly overkill of foe and friend alike—at whim. 

With today's tempo of change and levels of interdepen¬ 
dence, a society so utterly unbalanced cannot last long. It is 
imperative for us to correct this extreme maldistribution ->f 
knowledge and power — which is probably even more explo¬ 
sive than the economic disparities already a part of the 
human system. 

We are beginning also to reconcile ourselves to the fact 
that there are practically no more frontiers left on good old 
Earth. The remaining wilderness is barren, inhospitable 


or oceanic. To transform it to our purposes will be very cost¬ 
ly and probably laden with impossible environmental risks. 

★ ★ ★ 

Our Imperial species has conquered most of what it could 
conquer on our planet, and so, should It expand further, oc¬ 
cupying new space or dislodging other species even more. It 
would do so to its own ultimate destruction. 

We realized that, since quantitative human growth is 
pushing us beyond manageable ceilings, it is then qualitative 
change that we must seek in order to carry human society 
and its modes of operation, our individual and collective be¬ 
havior. our value systems, and our sense of destiny. 

It is in the wake of the pioneer study on the limits to 
growth that primary questions of this kind have come to the 
forefront. Meanwhile, new projects of g'lobal scope have been 
undertaken, the better to grasp the essence of the present 
and the alternatives looming up for the future 

k k k • 

Some of them are noteworthy and their conclusions will 
probably have an impact on our thinking. Such are the 
results of two studies promoted by the Qub of Rome and 
which will be released in the next few months. 

The first project tk a research on the features and feasi¬ 
bility of an equitable society in which every citizen, irrespec¬ 
tive of his merits, is entitled, as a birthright, to a minimum 
standard of life — including food, shelter, education, medi¬ 
care. information, and mobility. 

Of course this guaranteed minimum should vary accord¬ 
ing to climate and tradition. Each individual or people would 
be allowed to earn more by work and toil. 

k k k 

It is possible to reach tfus goal, freeing humanity from 
the restrictions which have hindered its full development? the 
study says yes — as long as the available resources are used 
rationally 


This alternative model of society may seem utopian any¬ 
way — although in some 10 or 20 years’ time one may prob¬ 
ably wonder why It is utopian to expect that all human beings 
should have humane conditions of life. 

The other project makes a stringent analysis of today's 
real conditions and the interplay of the 10 to 12 human groups 
making up werid society, with a view to discovering how their 
individual postures and policies are mutually influencing and 
conditioning one another. 

In the present-day setup, the human system is riddled by 
a plethora of independently decided, contrasting, and often 
conflicting goals which cannot be fiddled. Outcomes are in¬ 
creasingly divorced from purposes. 

★ ★ * 

The project shows that under these conditions the limits 
to independence and the real options of all world protago¬ 
nists. even the major ones, are becoming narrower and each 
of them becomes stronger. 

The moral is that the rules of the international game 
must change before it is too late. The project also supplies 
tools for decision makers to learn this lesson for themselves 
— how to prepare for a world of interdependence.

Building caves in, 
7 crushed to death 


Workers fight to contain spill 


MIAMI (UPI) — Rescue 
workers Tuesday finished the 
grisly job of recovering bodies 
from the collapsed southeast 
headquarters of the Federal 
Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration and proceeded with 
the task of salvaging records 
and evidence in vaults buried 
under tons of debris. 

Seven persons were crushed 
to death and 15 were injured 
in the cave-in Monday morn¬ 
ing. Firemen worked through 
the night recovering bodies. 
The last one was pulled from 
beneath a precariously posi¬ 
tioned steel beam before noon 
Tuesday. 

Damage estimates were not 
available, but FDEA adminis¬ 
trator John Bartles said in¬ 
valuable evidence and records 
on pending drug cases were 
locked safely in vaults buried 
beneath the rubble. 

The collapse occurred when 
a rooftop parking lot with 57 
cars caved in. 

Bartles said the number ot 
cars parked on the roof was 
"within (safety) limitations." 
The matter is under investiga¬ 
tion by county and city auth¬ 
orities as well as the FBI.

OTTAWA (CP) King Hussein was at the controls of hit 
personal Boeing 707 as he arrived here Tuesday for a twoday 
stopover on his way to the Abbotsford, B.C., air show.

Housing starts in Canada 
have been trending downward 
in recent months, but the re¬ 
view says the average 
number of starts for the first 
half of the year was at an an¬ 
nual rate of 268.000. matching 
ihe overall pace of activity in 
1973. 

The review says U.S. pas¬ 
senger car sales .are showing 
few signs of recovery from 
the sharp drop caused late 
last year by the oil embargo, 
while Canadian sales have re¬ 
mained bouyant. 

Depressed by the housing 
and automobile slump, total 
U.S. retail sales in the first 
five months of 1974 were run¬ 
ning only 5.8 per cent ahexad 
of the same period one year 
ago. v\ ell behind the pace of 
inflation. 

“In Canada, however, sales 
in the same period were 13.4 
per cent higher than a year 
earlier, indicating a volume 
gain even with a high rate of 
inflation," the review says. 

Canadian capital invest¬ 
ment is expected to increase 
during 1971 by more than 20 
per cent over last year, 
roughly twice the anticipated 
U.S. rate. 

The overall result to date 
has been an expanding Cana¬ 
dian economy and economic 
contraction in the U.S. 

The review lists two areas 
of difficulty for both coun¬ 
tries: trade deta ils and tight 
money markets. 

Huge oil price increases 
have put the U.S. trade bal¬ 
ance in the red, while Cana¬ 
da's overall import growth is 
currently exceeding export 
growth. 

In both countries, the re¬ 
view continues, money mar¬ 
kets have tightened, with in¬ 
terest rates increasing lo all- 
time highs .although the 
growth in the two money sup- 
plies has been at least as 
strong as a year ago. 

What happened, the review 
says, is that the banking sys¬ 
tems in both countries had 
run liquidity to record low- 
levels early this year. 

"With growth in loans jon- 
tinuing to exceed growth in 
deposits, the result was inevi¬ 
table the price of funds in 
the short-term markets was 
bid up sharply." 

Looking ahead, the rev lew 
says shrinking exports and a 
weaker housing sector seem 
certain to brake the Canadian 
economy's strong forward 
momentum 

It concludes that an ceo- 
nomic slowdown on both.sides 
of the border is not enough to 
erase inflation. 

"To achieve substantial 
progress, measures aimed al 
restraining excessive demand 
and increasing production 
over an extended period are 
required."

John Lincoln of Expo’s 
Folklife Festival said the 
problem was to transport the 
bus. with its mimimum clear¬ 
ance of 14 feet, five inches. 

Purpose of the trip was to 
help celebrate British Isles 
Week at the fair. 

The closest double-decker 
was in Victoria, and Lincoln 
said he was told by the owner, 
B.C. Hydro, that "If you can 
prove to us that you can get 
the bus safely off the Island, 
down to Spokane and back, 
we’ll give you the bus for the 
week ” 

Lincoln and Jon Bartlett, 


another Folklife worker, said 
that only the Washington. 
Slate ferry system could han¬ 
dle the double-decker. 

Highways and detours 
caused more of a problem. 

"Even on an existing high¬ 
way, you don’t exactly know 
the problems because after a 
bridge was built, the road 
might have been resurfaced 
and that could change the 
height by at least a couple .»f 
inches." Lincoln said. 

Each of them drove the 
route several times, mapping 
out the best route. The bus. 
cruising at P>G miles an hour, 
arrived safely at Expo in time 
for the start of British Isles 
Week Monday. 

The only problems, Bartlett 
said, were several unexpected 
low bridges which required 
detours, and steep hills which 
cause the engine to overheat. 



Therapeutic-aid makers 
seek government cloak 


A team of eight designer-carpenters who 
provide the only service of its kind in west¬ 
ern Canada special equipment and fools 
for the handicapped has asked for the 
provincial government to take over their or¬ 
ganization. 

Lynn Robertson, one of the designers of 
Equipment For Exceptional Children, said 
Tuesday she has written to the departments 
of health, education and human resources to 
ask for financing. 

The team is now funded by an Opportuni¬ 
ties For Youth grant which expires in Sep¬ 
tember. EFECT has run for 2’ years on 
similar short-term grants, 

"We need help.” she said. "It's impracti¬ 


cal to function on short-term grants for three 
months and then pick up the operation until 
the next grant is available, 

"We have to re-establish contact with 
about 40 institutions, hospitals and schools 
throughout the province, which depend on 
getting the aids for handicapped people." 

The group produces a variety of special 
wheelchairs, easels, therapeutic exercise ob¬ 
jects and even special spoons. 

"The institutions say they can’t get a .sim¬ 
ple wood rocking horse,” said group leader 
Stuart Calder. "Those available on die mar¬ 
ket. which cost anywhere from $125 to $195. 
don’t last. We can make them out of hard¬ 
wood and sell it to the institution for the cost 
of the wood about $25."

Members of the Legislature 
and elected municipal official 
face a mass of paperwork as 
they come to grips with re¬ 
quirements of the Public Of¬ 
ficials and Employees Disclo¬ 
sure Act, which is to take ef¬ 
fect Sept. 15. 

Cabinei orders released 
Tuesday set out the type of 
forms MLAs, mayors, aider- 
men, school trustees and re¬ 
gional district board members 
must use in making public all 
debts, landholdings, shares 
and business interests. 

Each must file in duplicate 
a list of corporations in which 
he or she or a trustee holds 
one or more shares, and a list 
of every business in the re¬ 
gional district, municipality 
or school district concerned 
which pays him for service as 
"an employee, owner, officer, 
director, trustee or partner." 

Also required are lists 
showing the legal description 
and location of all property 
owned by an official in his 
district or municipality and 
all creditors to whom he owes 
money. But this excludes 
mortgages or leases on per¬ 
sonal residences and "current 
and ordinary” household ex¬ 
penses. 


For an MLA, the list of bu¬ 
sinesses which pay him 
money and the list of properly 
arc to be province-wide, now 
showing only his holdings in 
his constituency. 

All must file a list of cor¬ 
porations where they own 30 
per cent or more of the voting 
shares. The only debts ex¬ 
empted from disclosure are 
those owed by such a corpora¬ 
tion which are less than $5,000 
and payable in 90 days or 
less. 


Hie act wil la Iso apply to 
certain senior municipal and 
provincial government em¬ 
ployees. to be designated soon 
by the cabinet.

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WFL credibility rocked by freebie admissions 


NEY YORK (AP) - The 
World Football League isn’t 
off and running as it first 
seemed — only running 
scared with the disclosure 
that several of its teams pad¬ 
ded attendance with thou¬ 
sands of free tickets. 

When the WFL began play 
a month ago, it immediately 
began beating its own drum, 
emphasizing its overwhelming 
success in drawing fans and 
stressing what appeared to be 
huge paying crowds at its 
first two nationally televised 


games in Jacksonville and 
Philadelphia. 

Now it turns out that, in 
many cases, the attraction 
was not WFL football but free 
football, that teams admitted¬ 
ly lied about what looked like 
stands packed with ticket- 
buyers. 

And the 'WFL, which sud¬ 
denly finds itself fighting for 
credibility, compounded this 
by, in effect, saying the ticket 
information is “none of your 
business.” Several teams said 
the same thing. 

As soon as the furore over 


tickets broke, WFL commis¬ 
sioner Gary Davidson sent out 
a directive to all teams say¬ 
ing, in part: "Your position is 
that this information will not 
be released.” 

Philadelphia Bell’s execu¬ 
tive vice-president. Barry 
Licb since suspended by 
Davidson — admitted whole¬ 
sale lying, saying that more 
than 100,000 of the team's 
120,253 spectators at its first 
two games were "freebies.” 

Davidson told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that the league's ini¬ 
tial policy had been for each 


team to announce only a turn¬ 
stile count and not to divulge 
the paid attendance. 

"The information concern¬ 
ing the amount of tickets sold 
and attendance is a private 
matter,” he said. 

General - manager Curley 
Morrison of Southern Califor¬ 
nia Sun was astounded by the 
Philadelphia story. 

"God/ this really hurts us." 
he said. "Why in the hell 
would they do something like 
that? 

"It’s bad. It didn’t serve 
any purpose to inflate the 


gate. One hundred thousand 
in two games. I don’t see how 
you do it. How could you 
give that many away?” 

Morrison said of the an¬ 
nounced crowd of 32,088 for 
•the only Sun home game July 
' 17: 

"Those are all paid . . . We 
gave away 1300 comps (com¬ 
plimentary tickets), but they 
were not included in the 32,088 
because they did not come 
through the turnstiles.’’ 

Houston promotion director 
Wayne Chandler said that, of 


the 26,227 fans at the Texans' 
first game, 2200 came in free 
and about 500 received cut- 
price tickets. At the second 
game, 800 free seats and 300 
reduced price tickets were in¬ 
cluded in the 16,268 announced 
crowd. 

Jacksonville Sharks an¬ 
nounced paid crowds of 59.112 
for its national TV inaugural 
July 11 and 46,780 two weeks 
later. 

Now the teams says that, of 
those 105,892 fans, about 
44,000 were admitted free and 


another 2000 or so tickets 
were sold at half price to ser¬ 
vicemen. 

Detroit Wheels, when asked 
ofr ticket information, said: 
"We have been informed we 
cannot give out any of that in¬ 
formation." 

Birmingham said:: "We’re 
not allowed to give out any 
such figures." 

Leo Cahill, general manag¬ 
er of Memphis Southmen, 
said: “Wc work on a cash 
basis and the only complimen- 
taries we give fall into the 


category of people that have 
to get them.” 

But Cahill refused to dis¬ 
close how many of Memphis’ 
30,122 fans in their opener, or, 
of the 31,088 and 25,176 at two 
televised games, were provid¬ 
ed with free or discounted tick¬ 
ets. 

A spokesman for Portland 
Storm said the count of 19,358 
fans for the first game and 
13,757 for the second “is the 
turnstile count right out of the 
stadium.” 

"That is a paid figure."

Strike mediator 
‘more hopeful’ 

WASHINGTON (AP> — Representatives of the striking 
National Football League players and club owners met with a 
federal mediator for five hours Tuesday and agreed to 
resume bargaining today. 

There was no indication any progress was made to 
resolve the labor dispute and end the 37-day strike. 

Chief federal mediator W. J. Usery Jr. told reporters he 
"was very impressed with both sides’ desire to dig in as hard 
as they could to see if they could find a resolution to the 
problem.” \ 

He said the day was spent with a 20-minute joint meeting 
between the two warring parties and various individual ses¬ 
sions with each side and some smaller subcommittee groups, 
consisting of an owner and an attorney and a player and a 
lawyer. 

He said that the primary mission in Tuesday’s session 
was to find a procedural way’to approach the differences be¬ 
tween management and the union. 

"I'm more hopeful now," Usery said.

Placekicker Pete Gogolak 
reported to New York Giants 
on Tuesday, defence-tackle 
John Kolb to Pittsburgh and 


guard John Niland to Dallas. 

Among others who defected 
Monday and reported to 
camps were quarterbacks 
Terry Bradshaw of Pittsburgh 
and John Had] of Los Angeles 
Rams. 

Also reporting were defen¬ 
sive tackle Bob Lilly and line¬ 
backers Lee Roy Jordan of 
Dallas: wide receivers Jack 
Snow and Lance Rentzel. 
puard Joe Scibelli and de- 
fcnce-back Cullen Bryant, all 
of Los Angeles: defence-backs 
A1 Coleman and John Outlaw 
of Philadelphia; and wide- 
receiver Ron Sellers of 
Miami.

Authorities said a Duster driven by BiH Bagshaw, 30, of 
Long Beach, Calif., spun at a right angle and fishtailed to the 
side of the narrow dragstrip after its motor blew. 

Many of the persons injured were hurt when sections of 
the bleachers collapsed upon impact.

Active Pass 
wary way 

for ferries 


Many fishermen and plea¬ 
sure boaters using Active 
Pass don’t understand the 
limitations of a ferry, a B.C. 

' Ferries official said Tuesday. 

Capt. Peter Reakes. former¬ 
ly a ferry skipper and now an 
administrative officer for the 
provincial ferry system, made 
the statement in an interview 
following several recent near- 
collisions in the pass between 
ferries and pleasure boats. 

"There are many ways of 
reducing the problem. In¬ 
creased education of the 
•boater and increased enforce¬ 
ment of the law would proba¬ 
bly alleviate it. 


"The other alternative 
would be to completely close 
the area to small boats. Per¬ 
sonally, I wouldn’t want to 
see that, I’m a pleasure 
boater myself.” 

The stopping distance of a 
300 to 400-foot ferry. Reakes 
said, is between a third and a 
half of a mile, depending on 
the vessel and sea conditions. 

Reakes said the problem 
spots of Helen Point and the 
Georgina Point Lighthouse on 
Mayne Island are worst dur¬ 
ing July and August when 
ferry runs have doubled over 
winter schedules.

4 "The high tidal velocity, 
combined with the fact that 
the pass is a narrow confined 
area, reduces the manoeuver- 
ing capacity of the ship.

I’ve 
seen small boats hang around 
near aq oncoming ferry until 
the last minute and then cut 
across her bow.” 

Summers said although the 
number of people taking 
basic boating courses in Great¬ 
er Victoria during the past 
five years had more than 
tripled, academic knowledge 
‘-was not enough.

City buys heritage house 


The city has bought the 
Warren Tug property on Sel¬ 
kirk Water for $240,000 and 
the Esso service station prop¬ 
erty on the Inner Harbor for 
$234,000. 

The Esso property is bring 
sold to the provincial govern¬ 
ment for 'the same price as 
the city paid for it. Mayor 
Peter Pollen said at his week¬ 
ly press conference Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Its use will depend upon the 


plan eventually adopted for 
the Inner Harbor. Pollen 
added. 

'Hie Warren property, just 
over two acres, includes the 
old Warren home, which is 
considered a heritage house, 
the mayor said. Offered for 
sale at $300,000, the property 
was acquired by ihe city for 
$00,000 less. It is located .it 
the north end of Catherine 
Street and is adjacent to 
Banfield Park. 

"The house is very, very 


old." the mayor said. "The 
city would like lo save it and 
part of the plan is for reten¬ 
tion of the foreshore for pub¬ 
lic use.” 

There is no de< ision on the 
upland area but it might he 
used for housing in the future, 

he added.

Oil for purchase of the Esso 
property go back 1 ** years, 
the mayor said. Thp provin¬ 
cial government will lake 
possession Jan. 1.

The union has already 
served strike notice at Kelow¬ 
na after rejecting a non-bind¬ 
ing mediation retort handed 
down Aug. 1. 

The report, prepared by D. 

R Blair, a provincial industri¬ 
al inquiry commissioner, sup¬ 
ports the B.C. Hospital Asso- 
■ ciation in its claim the 1974 
c ontract provides only for a 5- 
per-eent cost-of-living raise 
effective Sept. 1. 

The main issue in the Kel¬ 
owna dispute is a union claim 
the contract gives its 
members a 5.4 per cent in¬ 
crease retroactive to July 1. 

The contentious cost-of-liv- 
ing clause is an issue at all 
hospitals belonging to the as¬ 
sociation, which acts as bar¬ 
gaining agent for about 90 
B.C. hospitals, including those 
in Victoria. 

McCready »<aid strike action 
could he taken at hospitals 
across the ' province, but 
added It would be "improper ' 
to disclose at this time which 
hospitals may be struck. 

Severance pay and pre¬ 
mium pay for statutory holi¬ 
days are also issues, he said, 
but "the more important con¬ 
cern is that we're being 
robbed of .4 per cent." 

Gordon MacPherson. chair¬ 
man of the Victoria General 
Hospital unit, and a member 
of the union's provincial exec¬ 
utive. said the executive 
would be meeting soon to con¬ 
sider the necessity of provin¬ 
cial strike action. 

But McCready said votes 
have already been taken at 
some hospitals and said the 
union has the support of the 
B.C. Registered Nurses’ Asso¬ 
ciation. The union bargains 
for non-medical staff and 
practical nurses. 

There will be no strike ac¬ 
tion at Victoria General until 
the hospital board decides 
whether it will accept a rec¬ 
ommendation from the BOIA. 
limiting the cost-of-living in¬ 
crease to 5 per cent. 

But the board had belter 
make its decision quickly, 
MacPherson said. 

Dr. A. C. Pickles, executive 
director of Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital. said the hosiptals 
present position is that the 
cost-of-living adjustment for 
its employees will be 5 per 
ceni 

Wally Panter, chairman of 
the Royal Jubilee unit, would 


not comment on possible 
union action. 

But Keith Wilson, Gorge 
Road Hospital unit chairman, 
said strike sentiment at the 
extended-care facility could 
run high if the Gorge Road 
board accepts the BCHA rec¬ 
ommendation. 

'"Hiey signed a contract 
and we expect them to live up 
to it." he said. 

MacPherson said if the un¬ 
ion's demand of 5.4 per cent is 
not met. "we could have trou¬ 
ble keeping them down."

Springridge squares elbows on pub issue 

Citizens thresh out pros and cons of neighborhood aims 


There was no froth of dis¬ 
sension. but only information 
up to the plimsoll line, when 
the Springridge Public House 
committee held an informa¬ 
tional meeting Tuesday night 
on the site'bf what mem'»ers 
hope will become a neigh¬ 
borhood pub. 

The meeting attracted 
almost 100 people — coinci¬ 
dentally, just abtxjt the 
number that projected neigh¬ 
borhood pubs in B.C. are in¬ 
tended to accommodate. 

A majority appeared to 
favor the idea of such a pub, 
but warned to know more 
about it. 

Thai, Raid chairman Ron 
Spence, was the meeting’s 
purpose. 

Spence, a four-year resident 
of the neighborhood, holds an 
option on the old Weston Ba¬ 


keries building which would 
contain the pub. 

He is also former president 
of Femwood Community As¬ 
sociation. 

^ Margaret Beaubien, secre¬ 
tary of the community group, 
explained to the meeting that 
Spence had resigned the pres¬ 
idency because of his con¬ 
cern over a conflict of interest 
involving his ownership of the 
ibullding. 

The executive, she said, this 
week elected Hans Frederick- 
sen to replace Spence as pres¬ 
ident. 

Spence opened with some 
background on the building, 
erected in 1911, and* the Fern- 
wood and Springridge areas 
both a part of the city’s 
history since the last century. 

He had conceived the idea 
of a pub as a means of bring¬ 
ing the community together 


and providing a place where 
isolated elderly people could 
spend pleasant time together. 

He wanted the place to be 
community-owned and com¬ 
munity-influenced. but was at 
first unable to find the 10 
shareholders required to 
share the necessary outlay 
within the • community. He 
found half there, the other 
half outside — but hoped that 
those could in time be bought 
out by other nearby residents. 

Architect Peter Cotton, who 
has already worked on thp re¬ 
modelling of such Victoria 
structures as the Counting 
House and the Law Chambers 
in Bastion Square, and had 
agreed to work on the plans 


for remodelling the old ba¬ 
kery, was also on hand lo an¬ 
swer any questions. 

Spence outlined some of ihe 
hoped-for plans: 

• A friendly place, to meet 
acquaintances, eat. drink, 
play shufflcboard, watch tele¬ 
vision. 

• A place where trouble 
would be cut short before it 
began. 

• A place free of unpleas¬ 
ant language. 

• Varied activities, includ-. 
ing games, a quiet jukebox 
featuring the music of many 
lands, a small dance floor, 
television and performances 
by musical groups. 


• Refreshment including a 
fair variety of f >od and 
liquids such as soup, fruit 
juices, coffee, milk, alcoholic 
beverages. 

Spence introduced a group 
of young men who would be 
on staff, and said he hoped for 
constant input of ideas from 
the community for change 
and improvement in the pub. 

He advised the meeting that 
potential problems had al¬ 
ready been studied and were 
thoroughly in mind: 

• Nearby Victoria senior 
high school. Picture iden¬ 
tification of all youthful pa¬ 
trons would be required be¬ 
fore they were admitted, even 
if they wep with parents.

home. 

• Cool Aid hostel, across 
the streel. Many of the young 
people there were travelling 
the country looking for a 


place to settle and work. The 
pub could introduce these to 
the residents, while the more 
restless would find nothing of 
interest in the pub. 

It The nearby "Native 
Friendship centre. The theory 
that Indians are unable to 
hold drink, Spence believes, 
has not been substantiated. 
Rather, he thinks most In¬ 
dians have not been told how 
to drink socially, but rather 
illegally. 

More, tite pub was for 
neighborhood families, and 
that included Indian families 
living there.

Carey made his remarks 
during one of more than 40 
symposia at the five-day con¬ 
ference, which has attracted 
more then 2.000 specialists in 
human behavior from 75 coun¬ 
tries The conference ended 
friday.

Carey's presentation fo¬ 
cused on a three-year study 
which concentrated on a New 
York suburban community, 
and followed the histories of 
100 addicts before and after 
entry into a methadone main¬ 
tenance program. 

“Pragmatic economic data 
indicated these heroin addicts 
had to steal from $ 00,000 to 
i $ 100,000 each, per year, con¬ 
servatively estimated, to su- 
port their habits." said Carey. 

He added Ihe loss to the 
community resulted primarily 
from nonviolent crimes like 
on methadone, however, 
crime levels dropped off.

Pragmatic economic data 
indicated these heroin addicts 
had to steal from $00,000 to 
$100,000 each, per year, con¬ 
servatively estimated, to su- 
port their habits." said Carey. 

He added the loss to the 
community resulted primarily 
from nonviolent crimes like 
on methadone, however, 
crime levels dropped off. 

Once addicts were placed 
on methadone, however, criv- 
me levels dropped off. 

A group that had obtained 
over $2 million illegal dollars 
a year before going on metha¬ 
done reduced its take to 
$109,000 following treatment 
— a 95-per-cent reduction 

What is more, 92 per cent of 
the addicts either found em¬ 
ployment, returned to sslio»l. 
or resumed resiionsibility as 
mothers. 

"Vocational guidance and 
psychological counselling arc 
intrinsic adjuncts of the meth¬ 
adone program, contributing 
to realization of the program 
goals as patients acquire re¬ 
newed self-esteem.” said 
Carey.

HAMILTON (CP) — Three 
young muscular dystrophy pa¬ 
tients have left on a month¬ 
long camping trip to Van¬ 
couver and back. 

For Jim Conway, 21, Howie 
Barton. 21. and David Bauer, 
29. the trip is the-culmination 
of a dream which started two 
years ago and which they re¬ 
fused to believe was .as unrea¬ 
listic as they were often told. 

The three men live together 
in the Chedoke Continuing 
Care Centre. They all suffer 
from a disease that gradually 
makes the muscles useless. 

Accompanying them are 
Howie's father. Wilfred Bar¬ 
ton, 54, Jim Watson, 44, and 
Bill Trusz, 22. Watsdn and 
Trusz are former orderlies 
with experience in handling 
such patients. 

They .ire travelling in a 
25-foot mobile home leased by 
the Rotary Club, which donat¬ 
ed $1,600 for the trip as well. 
The federal government do¬ 
nated $1,400. 

David Bauer, the most 
seriously afflicted of the 
three, almost cancelled out at 
the last minute when he saw 
the narrow door of the mobile 
home. Because of his back 
weakness, he cannot be lifted 
out of his wheelchair. 

But a last-minute check- 
showed the wheelchair would 
fit through the door. 


in various parts of the prov¬ 
ince. 

And it’s all because credit 
union members are share¬ 
holders, making decisions on 
the running of the institution 
at their annual meeting, able 
to ask questions or demand to 
see the books any time during 
the year. 

"As a manager I’m very 
conscious that the member 
pays my salary and owns the 
credit union.” says Vince 
Devries, general manager of 
B.C. Government Employees 
Credit Union. 

Perhaps it is simply the hu¬ 
manitarian aspects of the 
credit union movement which 
has sparked its phenomenal 


growth in B.C. over the past 
few years. 

Credit Unions were started 
in Germany when the only 
way a working man could get 
a loan was to go to usurious 
money lenders. 

It occurred to some that by 
pooling their assets they could 
lend money to a neighbor at a 
reasonable rate of interest 
and still receive a little return 
on their own money at the 
same time. 

The movement spread to 
other countries, and started in 
B.C. at Burnaby in J936 with 
the Common Good Co-opera¬ 
tive which had $10.25 in 
assets. 

Assets in B.C. now stand at 


$1 billion, according to Ross 
Montgomery of B.C. Central 
Credit Union. 

The union grew- slowly dur¬ 
ing the early years in B.C.', 
but suddenly began to snow¬ 
ball in the late 1960s. 

The BCGEU credit union, 
for instance, started in 1940 
with 42 members, using volun¬ 
teer help. 

By 1968 an office was 
oj>encd on Michigan for the 
2,400 members with total 
assets of $1 million. This year 
there are 5.000 members, with 
assets of $12 million and three 
offices to serve them. 

Saanich Peninsula Savings 
Credit Union opened in late 
1948 with 28 members and 
$218 in assets. 


'rfy 1968 there were .1,000 
members and $1,700,000 in 
assets, while today it has 
6,200 members, $16 million in 
assets and four offices. 

Financially there is little to 
choose between banks and 
credit unions. 

"We* have to pay competi¬ 
tive interest rates." says 
Harry Down, manager of the 
Saanich Peninsula credit 
union. "That is how we get 
jieople to dejxjsit with us. 

"That means that we have 
to charge the same interest 
rates on loans." 

The difference for the 
member lies mostly in treat¬ 
ment. 

"The credit union move¬ 
ment was established to help

the ordinary man, not the mil¬ 
lionaire.” says Devries. "This 
means, for instrance, that in 
a/tight money situation, while 
a bank might tighten up on 
qualifications, we'll issue 
loans on a first-come, first- 
served basis.V- 
Or. says Montgomery, it 
means a credit union wilt-give 
mortgage money to a family 
man trying to get a home but 
will refuse a landlord buying 
a house for rental purposes. 

Another thing to remember 
is that money banked in a 
credit union remains close to 
home. 

Out of every dollar deposit¬ 
ed tn a bank. 80 cents goes to 
Eastern Canada for reinvest¬ 
ment. according to some es¬ 
timates. 

But about 85 rents of every 
credit union dollar banked is 
loaned out again io other 
members of the same union. 

A further 10 cents goes to 
B.C. Central in Vancouver 
and placed in a liquidity re¬ 
serve a fund that ensures 
any union will be able to 
repay a depositor on.demand 
The last five cents is invested 
in union buildings and sup¬ 
plies. 

Membership in a credit 
union is usually restricted to 
people bonded together 
through employment, as with 
the BCGEU membership, pro¬ 
fession, as with the B.C. 
Teachers Federation Credit 
Union, or residence, as in the 
Saanich Peninsula credit 
union. 

A new member is required 
to buy five $5 shares in the 
union the first when he 
join* /and the rest within a 
stipulated, but usually gener¬ 
ous time period. 

Membership entitles him to 
attend annual meetings and 
vole on all matters, including 
election of directors, on a one 
member-one vote basis. This 
allows him a say in how any 
excess money should be used 
o(«ning a new branch, or 
paying higher interest on 
shares for instance 
Credit union members, ac¬ 
cording to Down. Devries and 
Montgomery, have one thing 
in common. 

"They are the salt-of-the- 
earth-type of people,” says 
Down. "The kind who pay 
their debts. 

"We have less trouble with 
collection than anyone else, 
and this i* something that 
amazes anyone who moves 
from a hank or a finance 
house to work in the move¬ 
ment.” 

No one is sure of the rea¬ 
son. It may be that, because’ 
they are members of the 
union, they feel more of an 
obligation than they would to¬ 
ward outside places. ,. 

Or it might be that prospec¬ 
tive borrowers get better ad¬ 
vice. 

"We don't ojierate under a 
profit motive.” says Devries. 
"We won’t stop someone bor¬ 
rowing money on the basis of 
the age of a house, for in¬ 
stance, or the age of a car, 
but we will advise against a 


debt which we don’t believe 
they have the * ability to 
repay." 

Credit unions consider it in¬ 
cumbent upon them to advise 
members about other means 
of getting money, if there 
are advantages in other 
places. 

"We're here to serve people 
and to try to get them the 
best deal possible." says 
Devries. "If we don't do this 
we let the movement down, 
and our members lose faith in 
us." 

Over the last few years, 
close observers have seen a 
change in the membership of 
the unions which at one time 
catered mainly to working 
people. 

"In the government em¬ 
ployees union we now see peo¬ 
ple of cabinet minister and se¬ 
nior official rank coming in," 
says Devries. 

"And we have more retired 
people than MMnerly." 

They have been attracted 
partially by good rates for 
term deposits, by such fea¬ 
tures as interest on savings 
l>eing calculated on a daily 
basis rather than on a mini¬ 
mum monthly balance, or by 
loans being repayable at any 
time or in any amounts, with 
interest payable only on die 
outstanding balance. 

Or the attraction might lie 
in the local autonomy which 
allows for leeway in catering 
to special interest groups. 

For instance. Prince Rupert 
credit union has special loans 
for fishermen, payable after 
the catch is due. 

The teacher’s federation di¬ 
vides payments over the 10 
months that a teacher is paid 
a salary and payments are 


not scheduled during July and 
August. 

When Fraser Valley cfedit 
union had a good year, it gave 
a patronage refund in cash of 
10 per cent of interest paid on 
loans. 

And credit unions are good 
community citizen.?. Many 
give local scholarships and 
grants to sports, youth and 
other special groups. 

They take an interesi and . 
sometimes a lead in local dev¬ 
elopment. For instance, Daw¬ 
son Creek credit union offered 
$5,000 toward a study of com¬ 
munity recreation needs, forc¬ 
ing the municipal council to 
put in a similar amount and 
commission the study. 

Initial financing for the For¬ 
bidden Plateau ski resort was 
from the local credit union. 

It’s the kind of interest that 
the commercial banking sys¬ 
tem can’t begin to match. 

"I think the movement will 
just continue to grow now." 
says Down. "We have moved 
out of the little dark offices 
where we used to operate, 
and we now have bright, ef¬ 
ficient operations. 

"Bui with the local mem¬ 
bership checking up on us, 
we're unlikely to lose the hu¬ 
manity we started with. They 
wouldn’t stand for that."

A $2 to $3-million redevelop¬ 
ment project in Victoria's Old 
Town was announced Tuesday 

* by Aid. Sam Bawlf in his ca¬ 
pacity as manager of Fort 
Victoria Properties Ltd. 

The development w'ill take 
in more than half a block 
bounded by Pandora. Store 
and Johnson, and will provide 
Victorians once more with a 
produce market, a shopping 
facility which has been absent 
ever since the farmers’ mar¬ 
ket was torn down to mpke 
way for Centennial Square 
about 12 years ago. 

Last century 

Bawlf said his company 
would restore the old build¬ 
ings. built toward the end of 
the last century, and the only 
new structure would be a roof 
for the year-round produce 
market. It w-ill be built in the 
open area bordered by the U- 
shaped group of buildings. 
The property is directly be¬ 
hind the government liquor 
store at Pandora and Govern¬ 
ment. 

The aim of his company is 
to upgrade existing buildings, 
he said, and to create a sub¬ 
stantial public space in mid¬ 
block. providing retail outlets, 
youth hostel accommodation, 
cafes and bistros. 

Cars banned 

"It will tunc lion like a 
street but there will be no 
• cars." he said. 

The area enclosed by the 
buildings is used for parking 
at present but future custom¬ 
ers will have to find parking 
elsewhere, the alderman said. 
"The city has provided a 
parking arcade on Johnson. 
We’U be in the same boat as 
other downtown businesses. 
We ll just have to live with 
it." 

Staff informed 

City council and city hall 
staff have been informed of 
his company's a'-tion, Bawlf 

• said "This is the first proper¬ 
ty I've purchased since being 
elected. It is difficult to make 
a living and support a grow¬ 
ing family on an alderman's 
stipend. I feel I was elected 
by people who knew me as a 
person who was interested in 
the restoration of old build¬ 
ings and the rejuvenation of 
Old Town.” 

Bawlfs company has res¬ 
tored and renovated the Law 
Chambers in Bastion Square, 
the Counting House at Broad 
and Broughton and the Bel¬ 
mont Building at Government 
and Humboldt.

this project," he said, "and 
we won't be asking council for 
any special privileges.” 

He said city council has had 
an "informal disclosure sys¬ 
tem” since before the provin¬ 
cial government passed legis¬ 
lation bearing on it. 

The produce market is sche¬ 
duled to open next summer 
b u t other redevelopment 
stages could take up to three 
years. 

Tent cluster 

"We'd like the market to 
look like > a cluster of tents.” 
Bawlf said. "There'll be gate¬ 
ways into it from each of the 
street frontages. There'll also 
be basement shops fronting 
the plaza. On the backs of the 
buildings there’ll be balus¬ 
trades where people can go 
and look down on the plaza 

There are about 100 hotel 
rooms in the complex of 
buildings now. including the 
Drake, the Senator and the 
Eastern, all on Johnson. 
Bawlf said tenants live in con¬ 
ditions that would shock many 
Victorians. "I as a landlord 
am not prepared to allow this 
situation to continue.” adding 
that the tenants are unsafe 
owing to fire hazards. 

Tenants' aid 

These tenants can’t afford 
to pay rents that would per¬ 
mit upgrading their living 
quarters, Bawlf si id. "We 
want to retain all who are 
here now and we will ask the 
province if they are prepared 
to subsidize them so they can 
pay sufficient rent to cover 
the upgrading of the build¬ 
ings. for their safety if noth¬ 
ing else. ,: 

The hotels are not laid ot^ 
in a manner conducive to die 
introduction of modern stan¬ 
dards. Bawlf said, and this 
will mean revamping interi¬ 
ors with a possible reduction 
in ihe number of rooms Liv¬ 
ing areas would include ac¬ 
commodation for youth hostel 
guests and also for artists’ 
studios. 

Estate land 

Bawlf’s firm is buying the 
property from the estate of 
John Feden, one of the found¬ 
ers of the former garden and 
feed store. Scott and Peden, 
for an undisclosed price. It 
does not include the Station 
Hotel at Pandora and Store or 
a part of the Drake Hotel at 
Johnson and Store. 

According to Bawlf the 
buildings span the old John¬ 
son Creek w'hich once drained 
the downtown basin. When the 
city grew in the Gold Rush 
days the Chinese were pushed 
to the north side of the creek, 
he said. 

Creek filled 

The creek was the dividing 
line.'' tye explained.

bed watching TV around 3 a.m. when "Sud¬ 
denly, before I knew it, there was a man in 
the room.” Berman said the .door had been 
locked but the chain latch wasn't hooked up. 

The man, carrying a revolver, wore a 
hood and was "completely unrecognizable.” 

"All I could see was that damn gun com¬ 
ing at me,” Berman said. 

The actor noted that the robber wasn’t 
rough. "He was rather gentle in the way he 
tied me . . . There was no unnecessary cruel¬ 
ty." 

Nevertheless, Berman said he hurt his 
mouth while trying to speak with the gag on 
and was treated by a doctor later and given 
a cortisone shot.

films. 

"Of course 1 don’t do the 
heavy stuff anymore,” says 
Parry, slim and muscular 
from almost daily workouts in 
the gym. 

“But I just did some falls 
and. car work in that Univer¬ 
sal picture. Earthquake. 

"Turning over a car is 
pretty easy n wadays. You've 
got torsion bars, steel roll 
bars, seat harnesses, helmets 
and all kinds of things to pro¬ 
tect you. 

"In the old days It was dif¬ 
ferent. All you had was a rope 
around your waist. You car¬ 
ried a knife to cut the rope in 
case you had t> get out of the 
car in a hurry." 

"The pay is different, too 
from 5700 to 51.500 for a car 
turnover loday versus 525 in 
the 1920s." 

He intends to keep working 


as long as he can. "Maybe it's 
my Scotch blood." he ex¬ 
plained. "When I get a movie 
location, I takfe my wife along 
and it makes a great* vacation 
for us.” 

Parry started falling early, 
as a tumbler zfncf champion 
diver in his home town of San 
Francisco. He became a 
circus aerialist and clpvvn, 
then a family friend got him a 
job at Fox studio in 1919. 

I started out as a prop 
man,” Parry recalled, "but 
soon I was doing stunts. In 
those days everybody did 
theifi, including the director, 
and nobody got paid extra."

The bulldozer pushing over 
the tower backed off too soon, 
and all three men were in¬ 
jured, Parry with a broken- 
heel. 

"But fortunately the buffalo 


separated and we didn’t fall 
on them,” he added cheerful¬ 
ly- .

If die path really goes 
somewhere and is going to be 
used a great deal, plants must 
be chosen which can tole rate 
a lot of trampling and which 
are very dwarf. 

I have seen some horrible 
bloomers along these lines — 
paths and patios where the 
crevice plants were a foot tall 
and the whole stonework was 
just an obstacle race. 

Such tallish plants have 
their place where the stone¬ 
work is more for its ornamen¬ 
tal effect than for walking on, 
but for traffic-bearing flag¬ 
stones, better stick to the 
tough, ground-hugging kinds 
★ h it 

In this class, you can hardly 
go wrong with any of the 
creeping members of the 
thyme family, offering as 
they do a good selection of 


scents, flower colors and fo¬ 
liage tints. 

Thymus serpyllum, often 
called Mother of Thyme, 
never grows mare than two 
Inches tall but spreads across 
the surface of the stone to 
make a carpet two feet or 
mor£ across. 

It gives off a delightfully 
spicy scent when crushed or, 
trodden, and in season it 
covers itself with masses of 
tiny pink flowers. 

* ★ * 

Anot her good choice is the 
family of antcnnarias, so 
called from the insect-like an¬ 
tennae on the seeds. 

These plants are neat in 
habit, growing very close to 
the ground; one of my favor¬ 
ites is Antennaria criteria, a 
grey-leafed plani from the 
eastern Mediterranean pro¬ 
ducing little tassels of clear 
pink flowers in early summer. 

Another. Antennaria micro- 
phylla, grows wild in many

parts of Canada and is known 
affectionately by the children 
as "Pussy. Toes.” covering it¬ 
self with tiny, silvery leave?. 

Silene acaulis or Moss Cam¬ 
pion is another excellent plant 
for flagstone cracks. This one 
makes cushions of soft green 
mossy foliage about lVa 
inches above the soil surface, 
blooming in midsummer with 
tiny pink stars. 

A special favorite of mine is 
a tiny mint called Mentha re- 
quenii which I succeeded in 
growing from seeds sent to 
me from England. It bears a 
profusion oP very small 
mauve, flowers and gives off 
the fragrance of peppermint 
when yqu walk on it.

All these crevice-dwellers 
have one thing in common — 
they demand lots of sun to 
thrive and perform satisfac¬ 
torily. 

Where your stonework fol¬ 
lows a shaded route, the 
choice isn't very wide, but 1 
have found a couple of native 
weeds which fill the bill ad¬ 
mirably wild ginger, and 
our old friend Creeping Char¬ 
lie, Nepeta hedcracea. 


the admirable Bamaby Conrad, whose 
hobbies include bullfighting.

logical sense — in medical school, and 
most of them are so organically-orient¬ 
ed that they are either embarrassed or 
impatient when confronting obviously 
emotional or functional upsets.

People are des|>erate for help in re¬ 
constructing their lives, and are as will¬ 
ing to try any psychological cure in the 
same way a bald man will give any 
alleged hair-restorer a whirl. 


Some of these programs are more 
reputable and responsible than others, 
but most (of whatever persuasion' arc 
under-trained and ill-directed, faddish 
or downright fatuous or even dangerous 
to the stability of the personality. 

Alas, there is no federal trade com¬ 
mission, no version of a pure food and 
drug act. to regulate or inhibit these 
promoters; nor is there any rational 
way the candidate can evaluate the 
techniques and regimes offered by a be¬ 
wildering multiplicity of seers.

Obviously, not only trained and li¬ 
censed psychologists or psychiatrists 
should be equipped to handle these 
problems; there will never be enough of 
them. Medicine and theology must take 
up the slack by incorporating far more 
of emotional and pastoral counseling 
than are now in their curricula. 

The average doctor or clergyman 
today is barely able to cope with hi* 
traditional area of discipline, much le>« 
to advise others on the perplexities and 
subtleties of psychic reality

Rich ore springs 
found on sea bed 


PARIS (API A French 
deep-sea exploration subma¬ 
rine has discovered several 
new springs spouting rich 
metal ores from the bed of 
the Atlantic Ocean, a French 
official said Tuesday. 

Working in the Franco 
American Midocean Undersea 
Survey, thp three-man Cyana 
found one such spring last 
July in an X.ROO-fonl ravine in 
the main Atlantic fault off the 
Azores, the official said. 

The official, a spokesman 
for Ihe French National 
Centre for Oceanographic Ex¬ 
ploration. said a number <*f 
new springs were found in a 
.Vi-hour dive Aug. 9. 

He said it is believed the 
springs were caused by water 
penetrating degp into the 
earth and being forced up 
again under heal and pres¬ 
sure. bringing the minerals 
with it. 

Preliminary testing on re¬ 
search vessels in the Frem-h- 
American project have shown 
the ores contain rich manga¬ 
nese and iron oxides, and 
may contain small quantities 
of copper and other ores 

The Cyarvt took several 
pounds of samples of Ihe de¬ 
posits around the springs, 
where the deposits are slowly 
but continuously spreading 


out across the surrounding 
ocean floor. 

The basic objective of the 
project was to prove the 
theory of continental drift 
that the continents float on 
huge plates on the earth’s 
crust and originally formed 
one single unit 

Studies carried out by the 
Cyana and the U.S. subma¬ 
rine Alvin in Ihe rift. Ivise 
proved this is one of the 
[mints where upwelling mate¬ 
rial pushes the continental 
plates apart. 

The spokesman said that 
the mineral springs are an 
important byproduct of the 
main project.

Wilkinson Road jail: 

A breeding ground for 


Staff, prisoners agree 

” 

hatred and frustration

It is Friday, Augusi 2. 

In the basement of Wilkin¬ 
son Road jail, three men sit in 
individual isolation cells. 

The cells measure no more 
than four feet by six. 

There is no light, other than 
from an unshaded bulb in the 
hallway outside, and what 
there is of that seeps uncer¬ 
tainly into the cells through 
three-inch by six-inch slots 
cut in the solid doors. 

Through those slots, it is 
possible to catch a dim 
glimpse of the brick and con¬ 
crete closet and. against the 
Tar wall, the outlineof a lone 
figure in coveralls. 

There is nothing on the 
walls, nothing at all in the cell 
but the prisoner and the plas¬ 
tic bleach bottle he uses as a 
toilet. 

Outside the jail walls, the 
temperature hovers in the 1 >w 
80s. and people are at the 
beach laughing and playing 
and enjoying the summer 
weather. 


Here, in this basement, the 
heat has made die air close 
and die excrement one of the 
three prisoners used to close 
up the slot, in his cell door has 
made it worse. 

As a guard begins the sto¬ 
mach-wrenching job of clean¬ 
ing the mess, one of the men 
complains loudly about the 
"slammer,” prison slang for 
this isolation section. 

"They treat us like dogs 
and feed- us like pigs" he 
shouts. 

Standing in the hall, in the 
stench and the heat, it’s 
almost possible to believe so. 
to think that any man capable 
of locking up another man in 
a place like this are some¬ 
thing less than human. 

But the memory returns of 
the night before, when these 
three men who are today be¬ 
hind bars — and 10 others 
were different. „ 

That was the night of walk¬ 
ing from the prison’s dining 
hall into a hallway choked 
with smoke and blocked by 
staggeringprisoners and 
guards. 


Of making a cautious ap¬ 
proach to the cell block where 
burning mattresses were 
being thrown jintp Ihe day 
room, windows were being 
smashed, men were pulling 
weapons from hiding places 
or making them from whatev¬ 
er they could lay their hands 
on. and were barricading 
themselves behind overturned 
tables and chairs and threat¬ 
ening anyone within earshot. 

Memory of being finally 
overcome by the smoke and 
turning to escape to the pris¬ 
on's reception area, passing 
grim-faced prisoners from 
other cell blocks, on their way 
to be locked in cells on blocks 
now filling with Ihe acrid 
smoke. 

Memory of sitling quietly in 
a corner of the receptiort area 
as guards who had finished 
their eight-, nine- and 10-hour 
shifts only minutes earlier 
were recalled to deal with Ihe 
uprising. 

Watching those men come 
in. hearing Ihem remind each 
other to lake it easy, to re¬ 
member their job is t » calm 


things down, not make them 
worse. 

Of walking back down the 
hallway w ith a tense group of 
guards, fear plainly on each 
man’s face, hut fear covered 
by whispered jokes about 
what John’s wife will say 
when she has to go down to 
the hospital just after she's 
finished l ooking a pot roast. 

Remembering deputy war¬ 
den Hal McGilvray rending 
ihe Riot A< i lo the milling 
men on the block, giving them 
15 minutes to return to their 
cells. 

Watching Ihe now-silent 
guards, armed with wooden 
clubs, av tiding each other's 
eyes as they contemplate the 
possibility of hav ing to go into 
the block. 

Seeing the relief on fheir 
faces as ihe prisoners vote lo 
return to their cells and begin 
doing so ... -a switch is 
thrown, all the cells are 
locked, the block is secure. 

The 13 men who took pari in 
the melee are taken, one by 
one. from fheir cells and hus¬ 
tled off the isolation unit. 


Then Ihg guards go in to 
clear the cells and the block 
of contraband, glass bottles 
filled with boiling water, 
ready to he thrown againsi a 
cell s bars when a guard ap¬ 
proached. knives. chisels 
from the jail’s crafts shop, 
clubs made of table, chair 
and bed legs. 

In some cases, the metal 
bed legs were sharpened until 
they resembled nothing so 
much as axes. “Mow'd yrtu 
like to wear this home to¬ 
night?” a guard asks. 

Nervous laughter. It looked 
very much, at the height of 
the disturbance, as though 
someone was going to wear it 
home, or to I lie hospital. 

Of the 13 men who took part 
in the incident, three are sen¬ 
tenced the next morning to 
anything from seven to 15 
days in the hole, isolation, on 
Diet One: Bread and water, 
twice a day. 

Does what the men have 
done warrant' their being 
locked, in the hole? 

"Of course not. No'one 
no mailer what they have 


done should be locked up in 
a place like that." a prisoner 
in another cell block says. 

"But what can the staff do? 
There's no other place to pm 
them.” 

"It's not a place I'd pul my 
dog. given a choice.” a guard 
concedes later. 

"But we've got to isolate 
those men. put them some¬ 
place away from the rest of 
ihe inmates, for their protec¬ 
tion and the protection of the 
rest of the population. 

"It’s a hole and worse, hut 
it's all we’ve got." 

Their own protection? 

"You'd damn well better 
believe it,” another prisoner 
says. 

"I spenl the nighi Iasi night 
in a drum (cell) filled with 
smoke, was late getting into 
the yard for my exercise and 
was locked in early because 
of them. -r., 

"If I could get to them. I'd 
knock some sense into them, 
quick. So would just about 
anybody else on this block.” 


Another prisoner. to a 
guard: "You handled it better 
than we would have we'd 
have waded in there and 
started kicking, no questions 
asked.” 

Then the question: Why did 
they do it ? 

There is no simple answer 
to that question 

Some try to formulate one 
"For publicity . . . to blow off 
a little steam ... to get some 
attention for our complaints. 
It's the only way to make 
them listen.” 

But even those who offer an 
answer confess to doubt. Over 
the days, thai doubt grows: a 
simple answer is not possible 
because t’he problem is so 
complex. 

A generality can he formu¬ 
lated: There was a distur¬ 
bance because Wilkinson 
Road jail is a powderkeg, 
waiting to explode. 

If something isn't done 
aboul it, it will blow sky-high, 
set off by either the staff or 
the prisoners. 


What needs to be done? 

Staff and prisoners agree on 
the answer Someone, some- 
whetY. is going to have to 
become a lot more willing to 
spend a lot more money on 
the jail, and someone is going 
to have to make sure the 
money is spent wisely. 

For three days, prisoners 
talk of their complaints. 

The food is no good 
Medical care and dental 
• are is all but non-existent 
The staff is untrained and 
uninterested in the prisoners. 

There is little or no com¬ 
munication between prisoners 
and staff and between staff 
and staff. 

The prison itself is an out¬ 
moded, unsanitary, dangerous 
building, offering no comfort 
and little security for either 
guards or prisoners. 

For three days, staff talks 
of its grievances. 

A supply officer talks of 
crate upon crate of red flan¬ 
nel jackets, with no one to

Staff, prisoners agree 


A breeding ground for hatred and frustration

Ii is Friday, August 2. 

In the basement of Wilkin¬ 
son Road jail, three men sit in 
indiv idual isolation cells. 

The cells measure no more 
than four feet by six 

There is no light, other than 
from an unshaded bulb in the 
hallway outside, and what 
there is of th.it seeps uncer¬ 
tainly into the cells through 
three-inch by six-inch slots 
c ut in the solid doors. 

Through those slots, it is 
possible to catch a dim 
glimpse of the brick and con¬ 
crete closet and. against the 
far wall, the outline of a lone 
figure In coveralls. 

There is nothing on the 
walls, nothing at all in the cell 
but the prisoner and the plas¬ 
tic bleach bottle he uses as a 
toilet. 

Outside the jail walls, the 
temperature hovers in the 1 »vv 
80s. and people are at ihe 
beach laughing and playing 
and enjoying the summer 
weather. 


Here, in this basement, the 
heat has made the air d ise 
and the excrement one of the 
three prisoners used to close 
up the slot in his cell door has 
made it worse. 

As a guard begins the sto¬ 
mach-wrenching .job of clean¬ 
ing the mess, one of the men 
complains loudly about the 
"slammer.'’ prison slang for 
this isolation section. 

They treat us like dogs 
and feed us like pigs." he 
shouts. 

Standing in the hall, in the 
stench and the heat, it's 
almost possible to believe so. 
to think that any men capable 
of locking up another man in 
a place, like this are some¬ 
thing less than human. 

Rut the memory returns of 
the nigbt before, when these 
three men who are toddy be¬ 
hind bars and 10 others 
were different. 

That was t^e night of walk¬ 
ing from the prison's dining 
hall into a hallway choked 
with smoke and blocked by 
staggering prisoners and 
guards. 


Of making a cautious ap¬ 
proach to the cell block where 
burning mattresses were 
being thrown into the day 
room, .windows were being 
smashed, men were pulling 
weapons from hiding places 
or .making them from whatev¬ 
er they could lay their hands 
on. and were barricading 
themselves behind overturned 
tables and chairs and threat¬ 
ening anyone within earshot. 

Memory of being finally 
overcome by the smoke and 
turning to escape to the pris¬ 
on's reception area, passing 
grim-faced prisoners from 
other cell block*, on their^way 
to be locked in cells on blocks 
now filling with the acrid 
smoke. 

Memory of sitting quietly in 
a corner of the reception area 
as guards who had finished 
their eight-, nine- and 10-hour 
shifts only minutes earlier 
were recalled to deal with the 
uprising. 

Watching those men come 
in. hearing them remind each 
other to take it easy. *o re¬ 
member their job is to calm 


things down, not make them 
worse. 

Of walking back down the 
hallw.iy with a tense group of 
guards, fear plainly <»n each 
man's face, hut fear covered 
by whispered Kikes rImiuI 
what JohTr* wtfe will say 
when she has to go down to 
the hoxptial just after she's 
finished cooking a pot roast. 

Remembering deputy war¬ 
den Hal McUtilvray reading 
the Riot Art to the milling 
men on the block, giving them 
13 minutes to return to their 
cells. 

Watching the now -silent 
guards, armed with wooden 
clubs, av tiding each ither's 
eyes as they contemplate the 
possibility of having to go into 
the block. 

Seeing the relief on their 
’'■faces as ihe prisoners vote to 
return to their cells and begin 
doing so ... a switch Is 
thrown, all die cells are 
kicked, thp block is secure. 

The 13 men who took pari in 
the melee are taken, one by 
one, from their cells' and hus¬ 
tled off the isolation unit. 


Then the guards go in to 
clear rhe ceils and the block 
of contraband, glass bottles 
filled with boiling water, 
ready t«c be thrown against a 
cell's bars when a guard ap¬ 
proached. knives, chisels 
. from the tail's craft* shop, 
clubs made of table, chair 
and bed legs. 

In some cases, the metal 
bed legs were sharpened until 
they resembled nothing so 
much as axes. "How'd you 
like if* wear this home -to¬ 
night?" a guard asks. 

Nervous laughter. It looked 
very much, at the height 'of 
the disturbance, as though 
someone was going to wear it 
home, ot* to the hospital 
Of the 13 men who took part 
in the incident, three are sen¬ 
tenced the next morning to 
anything from seven to 15 
days in the hole, isolation, on 
Diet One Bread and water, 
twice a day. * 

Does wbat the men have 
done* warrant their being 
kicked in the hole? 

"Of course not. No one 
no matter what they have 


done should tie locked up in 
a place like that." a prisoner- 
in another cell block says 

"But what can the staff ®o? 
There's no other place to put 
them." 

‘it s not a pla< e I'd put my 
dog, given a choice." a guard 
concedes later 

"But we’ve got to isolate 
those men. put them some¬ 
place away from the rest of 
the inmates, for their protec¬ 
tion and the protection of the 
rest of the population. 

"It’s a hole and worse, but 
it's all we've got." 

Their own protection? 

"You’d damn well better 
bejieve it." another prisoner 
says. 

"1 spent rhe night last night 
in a drum (celll filled with 
smoke, wa* late getting into 
the yard for my exercise and 
was locked in early because* 
of them. 

"If I could get to them. I'd 
Knock some sense into them, 
quick. So vyould just about 
anybody else on this block." 


Another prisoner. to a 
guard. 'You handled it lie tier 
than we would have we’d 
have waded in there ami 
started kicking, no questions 
asked " 

Then the question Why did 
they do it? 

There is no simple answer 
to that question 

Some try to formulate one 

For publicity-. . to blow off 
a little steam . . . to get some 
attention f.*r our complain'* 
It's the only way to make 
them listen." 

But even those who offer an 
answer confess to doubt Over 
the day*, that doubt grows, a 
simple answer is not |xissible 
because the problem is so 
complex. 

A generality, can be. formu¬ 
lated: There was a distur¬ 
bance because Wilkinson 
Road _jaH is a powderkeg. 
waiting to explode. 

If something isn't done 
about it. it will blow *k.v-high, 
set off by either the stafr or 
the prisoner* 


What need* to be done? 

Staff and prisoners agree on 
the answer Someone, some¬ 
where. i* going to have to 
become a lot more willing to 
spend a lot more money on 
the iail, and someone is going 
to have to make sure the 
money i* spent wisely. 

For three days, prisoners 
talk of their complaints. 

The food is no good. 

Medical care and dental 
• are is all but non-existent. 

Tin* staff i* untrained and 
uninterested in the prisoners. 

There is little or no com¬ 
munication between prisoner* 
and *taff and between staff 
and staff. 

The prison itself is an out¬ 
moded. unsanitary, dangcrou* 
building, offering no comfort 
and little security for either 
guards or prisoners.

for ferries 


Many fishermen end plea¬ 
sure boaters using Active 
Pass don’t understand the 
limitations of a ferry, a B.C. 
Ferries official said Tuesday. 

Capt. Peter Reakes. former¬ 
ly a ferry skipper and now an 
administrative officer for the 
provincial ferry system, made 
the statement in an interview 
following several recent near¬ 
collisions in the pass between 
ferries and pleasure boats 

"There are many ways of 
reducing the problem. In¬ 
creased education of the 
boater and increased enforce¬ 
ment of the law would proba¬ 
bly alleviate it 


‘‘The other alternative 
would be to completely close 
the area to small boats. Per¬ 
sonally. I wouldn't want to 
see that. I'm a pleasure 
boater myself." 

The stopping distance of a 
.100 to 400-foot ferry, Reakes 
said, is between a third and a 
half of a mile, depending on 
the vessel and sea conditions. 

Reakes said Hie problem 
spots of Helen Point and the 
Georgina Point Lighthouse on 
Mayne Island are worst dur¬ 
ing July and August when 
ferry runs have doubled over 
winter schedules. 


High tidal velocity 


t "The high tidal velocity, 
combined with the fact that 
the pass 4s * narrow confined 
area, reduces the manoeuver- 
ing capacity of the ship. 
Weekend boaters, who ere 
used to the immediate re¬ 
sponses of a small planing 
bull seem to think a ferry has 
the same responses. ^ It 
doesn't. 

"The ferries cruise at 17 
knots. With a six-knot tide be¬ 
hind them, they can be going in 
excess of 23 knots through Ac¬ 
tive Pass. They can’t reduce 
power or they lose manoeu- 


\erability and they can’t go 
into full reverse or the same 
thing happens. 

"In cases of collision their 
only course of action is to 
turn around. It's a matter of 
commonsense that they can 
only turn when the traffic in 
the pass is light enough to 
allow it. That's not very likely 
in the summer." 

Oliver Summers, national 
training officer for the Cana¬ 
dian Power Squadron, es¬ 
timated that less than 25 per 
cent of Canadian boaters in¬ 
volved in accidents had any 
training 


Special boat problems 


A lot of people climb into 
boats and think they're like 
cars. They don't realize the 
special problems encountered 
in a boat. My sympathies are 
with the ferry skippers I've 
seen small boats hang around- 
near an oncoming ferry until 
the last minute and then cut' 
‘across her bow." 

Summers said although the 
number of people taking 
basic boating courses in Great¬ 
er Victoria during the past 
five years had more than 
tripled, academic knowledge 
was not enough. 

"Any knowledge has to he 
tempered with commonsense. 
Commonsense will tell anyone 
that normal rules of the road 
break down completely in Ac¬ 
tive Pass. The small boat has

He is also former presidenf 
of Fern wood Community As¬ 
sociation. 

Margaret Beaubien. secre¬ 
tary- of the community group, 
explained to the meeting that 
Spence had resigned the pres¬ 
idency because of his con¬ 
cern over a conflict of interest 
involving his ownership of the 
ibuilding. 

The executive, she said, this 
week elected Hans Frederick- 
sen to replace Spence as pres¬ 
ident. 

Spence opened with some 
background on the building, 
erected in 1911. and the Fem- 
wJSod and Springridge areas 
both a part of the city's 
history since the last century. 

He had conceived the idea 
of a pub as a means of bring¬ 
ing the community together

and providing a place where 
isolated elderly people could 
spend pleasant time together. 

He wanted the place to be 
community-owned and com¬ 
munity-influenced, but was at 
first unable to find the 10 
shareholders required to 
share the necessary outlay 
within the community. He 
found half there, tlte other 
half outside — but hoped that 
these could in time be bought 
out by other nearby residents. 

Architect Peter Cotton, who 
has already worked on the re¬ 
modelling of such Victoria 
structures as the Counting 
House and the I^aw Chambers 
in Bastion Square, and had 
agreed to work on the plans 


for remodelling the old ba¬ 
kery, was also on hand to an¬ 
swer any questions. 

Spence outlined some of the 
hoped-for plans: 

• A friendly place, to meet 
acquaintances, eat, drink, 
play shuffleboard, watch tele¬ 
vision. 

• A place where trouble 
would be cut short before it 
began. 

• A place free of unpleas¬ 
ant language. 

• Varied activities, includ¬ 
ing games. « quiet jukebox 
featuring the music of many 
lands, a small dance floor, 
television and performances 
by musical groups. 


• Refreshment including a 
fair variety of f nxt and 
liquids 6uch as soup, fruit 
juices, coffee, milk, alcoholic 
beverages. 

Spence introduced a group 
of young men who would be 
on staff, and said he hoped for 
constant input of ideas from 
the community for change 
and improvement in the pub. 

He advised the meeting that 
potential problems had al¬ 
ready been studied and were 
thoroughly in mind: 

• Nearby Victoria senior 
high school. Picture iden¬ 
tification of all youthful pa¬ 
trons would be required be¬ 
fore they were admitted, even 
if they were with parents. 


None under 19 would cei in. 
And there would be close cv 
operation with school of¬ 
ficials. 

• Presence,of the human 
resources department in the' 
same building. No cheques 
issued by that department 
would be cashed, and since 
this would be a neighborhood 
pub in which all present 
would know each other, "so¬ 
cial pressure" could be 
brought to bear on any adults 
spending money needed at 
home. 

• Cool Aid hostel, across 
the street. Many of the young 
people there were travelling 
the country looking for a 


place' to settle and work The 
pub could introduce these to 
the residents, while the more 
restless would find nothing of 
interest in the puh. 

• The ..nearby Native 
Friendship centre. The theory 
that Indians are unable to 
hold drink, Spence believes, 
has not been substantiated. 
Rather, he thinks most In¬ 
dians have not been told how 
to drink socially, but rather 
illegally. 

More, the pub was for 
neighborhood families, and 
that included Indian families 
living there. 

The meeting had a tour of 
the proposed puh space, then 
went hack to ask questions 

Might not the pub become a 


hangout, thus discouraging 
attendance by elderly resi¬ 
dents? Its operation would 
keep away the type of drinker 
who creates "hangouts." 

Would there lie dress regu¬ 
lations? Yes. within the 
bounds of human liberty and 
regulations governing eating 
— and drinking — places. 

What about parking? 
Spence favored some spaces, 
but the feeling was that most 
attending would be walking 
from their nearby homes. 

Science urged anyone with 
suggestions for the running of 
ihe pub to write to city hall so 
that in a few months, when 
puh applications were consid¬ 
ered. council would have this 
information.
